i, oe 300 Mulberry Street is a drab old 
brick-and-graystone building with chipped, 
high front steps and two fresh coats of soot. 
You'll find it in one of downtown New York’s 
unlovelier sections. It was built just after the 
Civil War, and in the subbasement are dun- 
geons the size of two cots, and iron chains that 
say it used to be a prison. Later on, it was 
New York Police Headquarters and after that 
the Chief Magistrate's office. The temporary- 
looking sign now over the door says ““Home 
Term Court,” and it was the place where I 
was going to prove that I was right and some 
other people were wrong. 

I was down here because I'd gotten a letter 
from the editors of Better Homes @ Gardens 
saying they'd heard Judge Anna M. Kross 
was running an experimental court that 
seemed to make a lot of sense and would I 
look into it?

“that the really important thing in family life 
is the spirit behind it.

No bench, no robes, no uniforms —a courtroom unlike any ever seen before 


vas startled. Because Judge Kross 
had created a court unlike any 
ever seen before. The whole idea 
behind it is that the over-all atmos- 
phere, the feel of a place, whether a 
courtroom or a home, is tremen- 
dously important in determining 
how the people who live and act 
there are going to behave And 
that feel comes primarily from the 
material things—the furniture, the 
decoration, the appointments. 


Pvobshiy the best way to pin 
down Judge Kross’ trail-blazing 
idea is to tell what happened to a 
young New York couple some 
years ago. The husband worked in 
Wall Street, and in those years, 
young financial workers were paid 
very little. So the couple had to 
live in a cramped flat in a poor 
building in a bad section of town 
After some months the drabness of 
of their home began to wear down 
the young wife’s spirit—and_ she 
couldn't get away from home very 
often because they were so broke 
She began to nag her husband 
about “this awful place 

He didn’t like it any better than 
she did, but he was trapped in a 
financial vise—he couldn't afford 
anything better. As she nagged 
him more and more, home became 
an unpleasant place to come back 
to at night, and he began stopping 
in at a bar in order to delay his re- 
turn. This made his wife nag him 
more, so he stopped at the bar 
more often and stayed longer. Be- 
fore too long, he was well on the 
way to becoming an alcoholic. The 
couple was riding a vicious cycle, 
with no apparent way out 

One weekend they went to New 
Jersey to see some friends. While 
there, they visited one of the first 
really low-priced housing develop- 
ments in the metropolitan area 
Houses, on a 40x100-foot plot, sold 
for $2,900—this was a while back, 
remember—with only 10 percent 
down. Both promptly fell in love 
with the place. By begging and

the down payment, and a few 
weeks later they moved in. 

In six months they were a differ- 
The husband no longer 
wife no longer nagged 
so busy working to fix 

up their home that they had no 
time for discontents—and the fact 
that they were pulling together 
toward a common goal recemented 
their marriage. They had no more 
money than before, but they had 
the will to make their home attrac- 
tive, and both found ways of doing 
it without it costing too much. And 
the husband began to be active in 
local civic affairs.

I hey became, in fact, respect- 
able, responsible members of a 
community—as most American 
families are—and remain so. Of 
course it would be ridiculous over- 
simplification to say that owning 
a house did / this for them. No 
doubt there were many less tangi- 
ble and possibly more important 
factors. But the house was both the 
symbol of their marriage’s rebirth 
and a means of removing one of 
the chief irritations that had threat- 
ened it 

Judge Kross would sympathize 
with this couple’s dilemma. She 
knows how drab a home can be 
she grew up in a tenement in a 
Manhattan slum, the daughter of 
a buttonhole-maker. She remem- 
bers nights when New York’s swel- 
tering heat drove people out of 
their flats and onto the streets to 
breathe air that, if no cooler, at 
least had some movement. 

Anna Kross, a tiny woman with 
the drive of a bulldozer and a 
heart big enough to encompass a 
city’s huddled masses—a sort of 
female LaGuardia—fought | her 
way out of the slums. While going 
to high school, she worked in a 
suspender factory, taught English 
to foreign-born and, at 17, earned 
a scholarship to New York Uni-

Don't give your

What is your boy or girl 


They weren't born scared, but fears an easy thing to catch. 
Most often, they catch iu from you. Luckily, fear also can 
be cured, if youre willing to take the treatment, too. 


ie even realizing it, and with the best of intentions, 


you may make your youngsters afraid. Afraid of the every- 
day events of living, afraid to try new things, afraid of vague 
and imaginary dangers. You may think you are just being 
loving and protective, but if you’re tense and anxious all the 
time, your fears will spill over onto your boy or girl. The 
result may be chronic anxiety, which will handicap them 
now and in the future as adults. 

Recent experiments by Drs. Jurgen Ruesch and A. Rod- 
ney Prestwood of the University of California Medical 
School brought out strongly just how your fears can affect 
your children. They show that anxiety is highly contagious 

that it spreads quickly and subtly. For instance, your boy 
or girl may be too young to know a thing about the house 
payment you are having trouble meeting, but he can catch 
the anxiety from your touch, voice, or movements. 

Doctors Ruesch and Prestwood, in their study, refer to 
the findings of Dr. Bruno Bettelheim, principal of The 
Orthogenic School, University of Chicago, which clearly 
indicate that you transmit calmness or anxiety, whichever 
you feel. According to Doctor Bettelheim: “‘The fact was 
clearly illustrated during the war by children who went 
through bombing or were hurt or buried under debris for 
days without food. They were relatively free from anxiety if 
the mother was able to withstand this experience without 
being disrupted emotionally, while, conversely, anxiety and 
tension on the part of the mother were transmitted to the 
child like an infectious disease.” 


A state of anxiety can be very harmful. It is well known 
that when danger threatens, adrenaline is discharged within 
the body for quick strength and extra energy to meet the 
emergency—either by fighting or running. If we neither 
fight nor run—as in anxiety—our bodies create extra adren- 
aline which is not being used in the way Nature intended. 
Tensions result. 

In an experiment with school children, it was found that 
when adrenaline was shot into their systems, the youngsters’ 
physical strength was increased, but their ability to think 
clearly was lessened a great deal, and they were below their 
average intelligence levels. 

Most of our emergencies today demand quick wits rather 
than strong fists. A chronic state of anxiety not only lessens 
our ability to think clearly and logically but can decrease our 
chances for learning and, in a competitive world, this could

Since you are the ground of security on which your chil- 
dren rest, you can’t afford to indulge in frequent emotional 
earthquakes or even mild tremors that send panic through 
your helpless offspring. Once alarm reactions are set off, the 
youngster’s entire body is keyed to meet danger. In infancy 
especially, there is little he can do about a threat to his se- 
curity. Instead, he builds up nervous tension that interferes 
with feeding, elimination, and normal relaxation. 

A mother’s touch exerts great influence—positive or nega- 
tive, according to her emotional state—in regulating her 
baby’s breathing and eating functions. 


if you’re an anxious parent, young Johnnie may become 
a ‘“‘shock child,” relaxing his tensions by sucking his thumb, 
holding back stools, holding his breath, and restraining 
automatic movements. He may develop allergies as a result. 

Obviously, if your boys and girls live and grow in an un- 
easy atmosphere—youngsters “‘clenched”’ against the ever- 
present specter of danger—they are heading for unhappy 
adulthood. 

But don’t some children inherit a tendency to anxiety? 
No. They learn to be anxious from their surroundings 
mainly from you, their parents. If you’re nervous and worri- 
some, it may well follow that you're overcautious about your 
children. You can transmit anxiety and fear not only by 
touch, sound, and movements, but by words—emphatic 
“don'ts.” 

Your warning “don'ts” regarding roller skating, bike rid- 
ing, swimming make these activities seem highly dangerous 
forms of play. Then every minute—every object—brings a 
new crisis to your youngster. Finally life is no longer what it 
should be—growth and new experiences—-but withdrawal 
and sameness, a turtlelike existence. 

Although it may be based on love, your overprotection 
can prevent your boy or girl from making adjustments to 
dangerous situations and activities. He will become helpless 
without you. 

Normal protection—calm, logical instruction—will help 
prepare him for new experiences by acquainting him with 
the unknown. If Johnnie wants to learn how to roller-skate, 
he shouldn’t be discouraged because it may be dangerous. 
It would be more reasonable to teach him how to skate with 
the minimum chance of falling—or to teach him gymnastics, 
so that he can fall without hurting himself. | Turn to page 15

Latest garden news 


Mum disease under control 


Chrysanthemum stunt, a virus disease which threat- 
ened to destroy the garden value of this leading fall 
flower, has been brought under control. 

An important factor has been discovery of a plant 
that can be used to check whether mum plants are 
healthy or infected. 

U. S. Department of Agriculture specialists have 
found that the cineraria plant can be inoculated with 
extracts of plants to be used for propagation, and 
within four weeks will show if the disease is present. 
Healthy plants can be saved for propagating without 
endangering other healthy stock. 


More strawberries through hormones 


Use of hormone sprays on strawberries is proving help- 
ful in increasing the set of berries. 

Not many years ago, almost all strawberries were 
not self-fertile, and two varieties had to be planted to 
get a “‘set.”’ Although most modern varieties are con- 
sidered self-fertile or **perfect,’ many kinds still pro- 
duce flowers which are not strongly fertile. 

The use of a commercial berry-setting spray has in- 
creased the crop as much as 10 to 20 percent in many 
instances.

Sawdust skeptics 
In spite of considerable evidence as to its value, many 
gardeners seem afraid to use sawdust as a mulch or to 
add it to the soil. 

Long-term tests at the University of New Hamp- 
shire show that apple trees mulched with sawdust out- 
yielded all others. At Rhode Island State College, 
sawdust-mulched plots produced heaviest yields of 
blueberries, clean cultivation the lightest. Sawdust 
produced more top and root growth. 

When mixed with soil for garden use, addition of 
ammonium nitrate or nitrate of soda to sawdust will 
prevent plant damage from a lack of nitrogen. 


Hybrid facts of life 


A question raised by greater use of hybrid flowers and 
vegetables is that of pollination. Many persons who 
have seen teams of school girls detasseling hybrid corn 
think that some mysterious process is necessary to pro- 
duce ears, fruits, or flowers on other hybrids. This is 
not true. 

Any variety sold in commerce will take care of its 
own pollination without help from the gardener. 

Hybrid-corn teams remove the pollen-producing 
part of the stalk from the plant that will produce the 
seed ear. Thus, it is sure to be fertilized only by the 
other variety used in making the hybrid. All this takes 
place in the generation that produces the seed, not the 
final crop grown in the home garden. 

Incidentally, a large share of the credit for the sud- 
den increase in hybrid vegetables goes to discovery of 
“‘male-sterile’” plants which produce no pollen, and 
hence can’t pollinate themselves. 

Without male-sterile parents, costly handwork is 
necessary to transfer pollen from the male parent to 
the seed parent. This increases the price, and also re- 
duces the amount of seed that can be produced in a 
single growing season.

The most abused grass in the world

“Actually, no single sport can be said to be hardest on 
the grass,’” Owens will tell you. ““The wearing and tearing 
of any of them, especially when played in bad weather, is 
mighty tough on turf.

“is that outgoing crowds must walk on the field. After years 
of experimenting, we decided that the best thing to do to 
keep the soil from becoming packed was to keep people off. 
So we built a walkway of brick dust, 18 feet wide, around 
the entire playing field. We try to keep people on this path.

* can buy or mix wall paint to match any carpet, wall- 


paper, or drapery fabric; tints and shades of every color in 
the rainbow are possible in today’s range of paint colors. 

Paint will help you create almost any illusion you want. 
If you want to make a small room seem larger, paint the 
walls a light color or a cool blue or green. If you want a big 
room to seem smaller and cozier, paint it a dark color or one 
of the warm yellows or reds. Remember, dark walls need the 
contrast of white or extra-light accents 

Light colers call attention to themselves. So, if you have a 
handsome fireplace or paneled wall you would like to dram- 
atize, paint it a lighter shade than the other three walls. 

lo color-cool a room that’s too sunny, paint walls blue or 
green. To warm a room that seldom gets sun, choose from 
the wide variety of reds through yellows. 

Ceilings respond to color, too. A low ceiling seems to be 
higher when you paint it a lighter value of the wall color, or 
an off-white. You can bring down a high ceiling by painting 
it a darker value of the wall color, or a contrasting color that 
repeats some other color in your room. 

Paint is a good camouflage. If you want to disguise the 
woodwork, paint it to match the walls. If you want it to 


stand out, use a contrasting color.

If you’re an amateur painter, you'll be wise to 
spend a little more for a ready-mixed color or foolproof 


formula than to experiment mixing your own. If you do mix 
your own paint color, keep a record of the exact proportions 
so you can duplicate it 

On your walls, color is powerful. A tiny sample may seem 
just right; the same color on a broad expanse of wall will 
seem stronger and bolder. If you’re doubtful, purchase paint 
a shade or two lighter. Then, brush a big sample onto the 
wall. Let it dry completely. Check the sample by daylight 
and artificial light before making a final decision. Some 
colors change when they dry, or they vary slightly under 
artificial light.

Take another look before you decide that either one of 
them is not a good site on which to build your home. A lit- 
tle extra altitude may give you privacy and view as well. 

Here’s how Architects E. H. and M. K. Hunter made 
height work to advantage for Maude D. French’s New 
Hampshire home. 

The gently sloping lot just misses ideal location on the 
rim of a wooded valley. A street runs between the lot and the 
valley. The view would be lost if the home’s first floor were 
at ground level. And big windows on the view side, if placed 
at normal height, would make a showcase of the living room. 

Solution? Raise the living and sleeping areas up above a 
half-story basement to gain both privacy and view—plus a 
sheltered area for outdoor living. This area stays shaded and 
cool and breaks up the basement’s windowless walls. 


Main entrance opens on stairwell landing, halfway be- 
tween the ground and the living floors. Bookshelves 


and storage space line the bedroom hallway at the top

Combination-salad Baskets 
1 bunch celery 1 onion, cut 
6 firm, ripe coarsely 

tomatoes 1 cucumber 
2 large green 1 head of lettuce 

peppers 

Crisp the celery and cut in pieces. 
Peel tomatoes and cut in eighths 
Cut off ends of peppers and sliver 
them and mix with celery and to- 
matoes. Add the shredded head of 
the lettuce. Peel cucumber and 
slice thin. Toss all ingredients to- 
gether. Crisp lettuce leaves. Take 
pairs of them and put together to 
form baskets. Fill these with the 
tossed vegetables. Remove seeds 
from green peppers and slice in 
1g-inch rings. Insert one of these 
upright in each salad to form the 
handle of the basket. At each side 
of the handle where it meets bas- 
ket, place a carrot flower (see page 
108 for how to make). Top salad 
with French or Russian dressing 
Sprinkle with coarsely crumbled 
Blue cheese. 

French Dressing

Potato Nests or Baskets

hold them firmly. Fry in deep, hot 
fat till golden brown. Fill with hot, 
buttered peas, butter-browned 
mushrooms, chopped pimiento

Asparagus Delicious 

Asparagus spears Almonds, 
White sauce, thin blanched and 
Grated cheese slivered 

Drain the heated asparagus and 
put in hot serving dish. Mix small 
amount of the grated cheese with 
white sauce and pour over aspara- 
gus. Sprinkle heavily with the 
slivered almonds. To blanch al- 
monds, pour boiling water over, 
let stand until the brown skins are 
loosened, about 3 minutes. Re- 
move skins, and while the almonds 
are still soft, cut in thin strips. 
Spread out to dry before using. 


Corn Matffins 
2 cups corn meal 2 eggs 
1 teaspoon salt 4 teaspoons 
2 cups boiling baking powder 
water 1 tablespoon 
1 cup milk melted butter 
Sift corn meal and salt together 
and scald with the boiling water. 
Add cold milk to this mixture 
quickly to keep the meal from 
lumping. Add the eggs and beat 
well. Just before putting into the 
oven, add the baking powder and, 
last, the melted butter. Pour into 
individual glass molds that have 
been greased and then flecked with 
flour. Bake in hot oven (475°) toa 
golden brown. Split each muffin 
and put in a pat of butter. 


Black Raspberry Ice 
2 quarts black 
raspberries 
2 cups sugar 
Run raspberries through a col- 
ander. Then squeeze through a 
coarsely woven cloth, extracting 
every possible bit of pulp but no 
seeds. Mix sugar and hot water and 
stir until sugar dissolves. Heat to 
boiling; simmer 15 minutes. Com- 
bine lemon juice, raspberries and 
syrup and cool. Freeze as stiffly as 
possible in a hand freezer.

Been wondering if you could put your nylons in the 


washer? Or use bluing, a bleach; or dye them? You'll 


find the answers to these questions and more below 


Question: Should I use hot water for washing 
nylon? 


Answer: Any temperature that the hands can 
stand is safe. Avoid extremely hot water 


Question: Can I put my nylon slip in the 
washer? 


Answer: Except for extremely sheer fabrics 
or garments with raw seams, your nylons are 
perfectly safe in the washer. Give them the 
same care you do fine silks or rayons—warm 
water, mild soap or synthetic detergent, 
shorter washing time 


Question: Should I wash nylons separately 


Answer: You can put lightweight nylon arti- 
cles into the washer with other lightweight 
fabrics of the same type. Do not put heavy 
articles in the same load. Their weight is 
likely to put too much strain on seams, bind- 
ings, straps, and trimmings. Wash “whites” 
separately. 


Question: Why do my nylon underthings 


sometimes become gray after a few washings? 


Answer: Grayness comes when you don’t get 


all the soil out. It may be caused by washing a 


lightly soiled or new garment in the same ~ 


batch with heavily soiled garments. Or failure 
to remove all the dirt in previous washings. 


Question: How can I cure grayness? 


Answer: Wash the clothes frequently and 
thoroughly, squeezing the suds through and 
through the fabric. When the wash water be- 
comes gray and dirty, replace with fresh. 
Rinse thoroughly. 


Question: I’ve noticed that nylons sometimes 
get a yellow or pink cast. What causes that? 


Answer: This may be the result of washing 
undergarments with hosiery or colored ny- 
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lons. Even when stockings are reasonably 
fast, the slight excess of dye can be picked up 
by white or pastel nylons. Nylon is unusually 
sensitive in this respect-——it readily absorbs 
even very small quantities of dye. 


Question: Should I use bluing on nylon? 


Answer: A bluing rinse helps to overcome 
yellowness or even the pinkish cast. But keep 
the nylon’s dye sensitivity in mind. Don’t 
have the rinse too blue. Be sure to have the 
bluing completely dissolved and well stirred 
up before adding the garments. Otherwise 
streaks and spots may show up to mar their 
appearance. And never, never let nylon stand 
in a bluing solution. 


Question: Can I use bluing in the wash water? 


Answer: You can use bluing in the wash for 
both white and colored nylons. In fact, recent 
tests have shown that bluing in bead or flake 
form, with no soap or synthetic detergent add- 
ed, is excellent for laundering nylon by hand. 
This bluing has a detergent base and cleans as 
it brightens. This helps keep nylons white, and 
nylon hose keep their original color better 
when cared for in this way. 


Question: Can I dye nylon garments? 


Answer: Yes. Dyeing solutions are effective 
for changing the color or restoring color to 
fabrics which have lost their freshness. Thor- 
oughly clean garments first. Then treat them 
with the dye solutions, prepared according to 
directions on the package. Follow same pre- 
cautions here as for using bluing (above). And 
do not boil. 


Question: Which should I use for washing 
nylon—da soap or a synthetic detergent? 


Answer: It just depends on which you prefer 
to use. Good-quality, mild soaps or detergents 
are safe and will do a good cleaning job. The 
detergents have an edge [ Turn to page 161

How to starch clothes 


By Lucille McLaughlin 


ee give your clothes that look of fresh per- 
fection and help them keep it. And the starches you find 
at your grocer’s now make the job faster and easier than 
ever before. 

Start starching and you'll find it gives you a lift with 
your laundry, too. Clothes that are starched are easier 
to get clean and will stay clean longer. That’s because the 
soil is held in the starch itself and washes away when 
starch is dissolved in the suds. 


Try starching 


Sheets, pillowcases, table linens. A slight starching can 
give them a fresh crispness, make them look like new. 


White cotton gloves. If repeated washings have taken the 
life out of them, starch them slightly. It will keep them 
looking smarter longer. 


Rayon and nylon. Lingerie and blouses getting the 
droops? A light starching will perk them up. Also helps 
keep collars and cuffs from wrinkling. 


Children’s clothes. If you don’t already, do! They're 
hard to iron, hard to get clean, hard to keep clean. A 
medium starching will help make your job easier. 


Slipcovers, draperies. A light or medium starch keeps them 
new-looking. Put slipcovers on furniture while slightly 
damp. Touch up the body, backs, arms, and seats with 
an iron. Pleats and ruffles, of course, require ironing. 


Which starch for you? 


Pick your starch as you would your cosmetics. Buy the 
starch that gives your clothes the appearance you want. 


Ready-to-use starches 
No cooking’s necessary! You merely add hot or cold 
water. Ready-to-use starches include precooked powdered 
starch, liquid starch, and synthetic liquid starch (actually a 
plastic or resin finish that will last through several wash- 
ings). Manufacturers give amounts of water to add to 


starch for desired finish. Follow their directions carefully.

versity Law School. She was 
graduated in 1910 and straightway 
started a career that has won her 
the love of the city and the respect 
of her colleagues. 

She became the tough, resource- 
ful champion of the city’s unfor- 
tunate women and children. She 
abolished the Women’s Night 
Court, in which prostitutes were 
paraded like animals before the 
leers of the curious. She started 
New York’s Youth Authority, the 
Girls Term Court, the Youth 
Counseling Service in the District 
Attorney’s office—all of which 
helped delinquent youngsters. And 
she capped her efforts when in 
1944, she almost singlehandedly 
started the nationwide campaign 
against delinquency which the 
General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs has waged so successfully 
She is enough of an expert on 
family relations so that she was in- 
vited to help write New York 
State’s Domestic Relations Law. 


She opened the revolutionary 
Home Term Court four years ago 
and has built it to the point where 
Supreme Court Justice Tom Clark, 
after visiting it, said that every city 
in the country ought to have one 
like it. A few months ago the State 
Probation Commission, after a 
lengthy inspection, reported that 
the court was “‘an enlightened, pro- 
gressive, humane, and intelligent 
approach to the handling of family 
problems” which has “clearly 
demonstrated that the idea is a 
practical and effective way to 
strengthen and rebuild the family.” 

You know what the average 
court looks like—a marble floor 
that hasn’t been scrubbed in a 
month and is pocked with ciga- 
rette butts; walls painted a dirty 
brown to shoulder height, and a 


dirtier cream above; chipped 
woodwork around windows so 
long unwashed that even bright 
sunlight has a hard time filtering 
through; surly and often arrogant 
attendants in sloppy uniforms. But 


Judge Kross’ court didn’t look like 


a court—it looked like home. 

A: a desk just inside the door was 
a cop to tell people where to go, but 
his was the only uniform in the 
place. The floor was worn, pink 
marble, butit shone. The walls were 
painted a restful, pale green and 
had pictures on them. Not a 
stained engraving of Cornwallis 
surrendering at Yorktown, but 
original oil paintings and good 
ones—all loaned by either the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art or 
the Museum of Modern Art. 

In the waiting room, all the 
paintings were of children, because 
many of the court cases centered 
around youngsters, and, said Anna 
Kross, “I want parents to realize 
the dignity and beauty of a child.” 

The waiting room had com- 
fortable upholstered chairs and 
davenports flanked by end tables. 
The high, shining windows had 
curtains on them, and pots of ivy 
or philodendron freshened the 
broad sills. The probation officers’ 
desks were scattered around the big 
high-ceilinged room and the men 
were relaxed in business suits, not 
uniforms. The courtroom itself had 
no forbidding high bench, and 


Judge Kross didn’t wear black 


robes. Instead there were three or 
four tables arranged in a T-shape; 
and the judge, the stenographer, 
the lawyers, and the family involved 
all sat around them and discussed 
their problem in easy, conversa- 
tional tones.

first to the man. She admired him, 
she said, for his guts in first coming 
to America and then fighting so 
hard to re-establish himself.

Then she 
interpreted to him the cause of 
their trouble 

“You have to understand,” she 
said, “that in America, women 
have the rights and dignity of an 
individual.

Then she turned to the wife and 
explained that while American 
women have freedom, they also 
responsibility. They must 
make sacrifices, use self-discipline 
to help their husbands toward 
their goals, not because their hus- 
bands force them to, but because 
they want to.

How to fish 
vou don't 
know how 


By Hank and Vera Bradshaw 


M... a family has shied away from fishing be- 


cause it doesn’t know a fly from a fishworm—or 
which you use to catch what. The editors of 
Better Homes ©& Gardens, who don’t know much 
about fishing either, asked us to write a piece for 
amateurs, and their wives and kids, who get 
tangled up in the tackle, and let even the /ittle 
ones get away. Maybe you've gone fishing. You 


didn’t ask questions; you were afraid you'd be 


laughed at. Even guides and resort men seldom 
volunteer advice. They've been snubbed too 
often, made too many people mad. So it’s ob- 
vious that a lot of families aren't going to enjoy 
the thrills, companionship, and outdoor fun that 
go with fishing unless somebody gives them the 
facts—simple and elementary enough for any

ow to fish if you don’t know 


How to cast with fly rod: Rod 
moves only between 2 and 10 
o'clock positions. “Strip” a yard 
or more of line from reel before 
backcast, hold this loop of line in 
left hand, pull on it slightly 
against rod tip, and release during 
forward cast, permitting line 
“stripped” to “shoot” forward to 
lengthen cast. Flip your backcast 
high, wait until you feel pull of 
line, then snap your wrist and fore- 
arm forward. Try to make fly hit 
water before line does. 

How to still-fish: In shallow wa- 
ter, up to 8 feet, use a bobber. If 
you tie bobber in place, have line 
below bobber no longer than pole. 
Sliding bobbers are better because 
they slide on line as water deepens, 
keeping bait at bottom. In deeper 
water, use straight line. If using a 
3-inch minnow, or larger, direct 
square hook under skin alongside 
dorsal (top) fin, beginning at back, 
bringing up and out toward head, 
permitting minnow to swim right 
side up. If minnow is smaller than 
3 inches, hook through both lips 
to prevent drowning. With live 
bait, let fish nibble awhile. 

How to troll: Trolling is moving 
slowly, dragging a baited line be- 
hind the boat. Let out lots of line 
and let bait get close to the bottom 
before you begin to troll. Use 
heavier weight than for still-fishing. 
Let out more line gradually. Re- 
move any weeds immediately; fish 
won’t bite when weeds drape 
across the bait. If your hook gets 
snagged on something, let line run 
out until boat can be stopped. 
Back up until you pass over spot 
where hook is snagged. Then jerk 
repeatedly. Hook should come 
free. If you’re using minnows, start 
hook through minnow’s mouth, 


out a gill. Then twist hook and 
run it through back under dorsal 
fin, permitting hook to stick out on 
opposite side. When fish bites, let 
him pull on line a second before 
jerking line to “set” hook. With 
artificial baits, set hook instant fish 
bites. Boat should be moving just 
enough to keep bait off the bottom 

How to make and use a sound- 
ing line: The most important 
single “secret” in catching fish is to 
know depth at which fish are feed- 
ing. Make your own sounder of 
heavy weight and chalk line; mark 
off, with single, double, triple, etc. 
knots, depths in 5-foot stages. Then 
keep accurate mental record of 
depth at which fish are striking 

Spinners and hook sizes: Spin- 
ners are oval discs that revolve 
above lure or hook to attract atten- 
tion by flashing. When fishing in 
weeds, use weedless hook, Some arti- 
ficial lures are weedless. Hook sizes 
are indicated like this:

How to use swivel and snap: A 
swivel keeps line from twisting. 
Twisted lines break easily, are dif- 
ficult to cast. A snap attached to

swivel, or to end of leader nearest 
hook if you’re using a leader, per- 
mits rapid changing of hooks. 

Leaders: Used principally for 
four reasons: (1) invisible; make 
bait appear unattached; (2) weak- 
ness; leader breaks before line if 
snagged; (3) lightness; leader per- 
mits fly to drop on water without 
line-splash; (4) toughness; steel 
leader resists sharp teeth of fish. 

How to use a sinker: Attach to 
line from 2 to 3 feet above bait. 
Snap-on type is easiest to handle. 
Use weights just heavy enough to 
pull line to the bottom, or depth 
at which you want to fish. Weights 
too heavy will jerk, scare fish. 

How to put on worms: Fish are 
attracted best when you hook 
worm through collar (toughest 
part) and let both ends dangle. For 
hooking fish, however, this is most 
difficult method. Easiest method for 
hooking is to run hook through 
worm lengthwise, allowing end to 
wiggle. A wad of worms on a big 
hook is alluring to catfish, wall- 
eyes, bass, and larger fish. 

How to use a landing net: When 
fish is tired out, swoop net over his 
head, starting with net in water; 
lift quickly in same motion. 

About line: Fifty yards of line is 
usually enough. With most reels, 
use old, additional line for backing 
(put on spool first), in order to 
build up reeling speed. Tie line to 
spool of reel. If you lose reel or rod 
overboard, you have a chance to re- 
trieve it by snagging at line.

Stringers: To keep fish alive 
after catching, attach to a stringer. 
Tie one end of it to boat or bank; 
let fish lie in water. A metal clasp 
stringer is best; if part of stringer 
breaks, some fish may be saved. 
Hook clasp through both lips of 
fish, and they won’t drown. Rope 
stringer is inexpensive, safe when 
new. But if it breaks, you lose all 
fish. Run point through both lips of 
fish, then through loop on other 
end of stringer. 

To keep minnows alive: If you 
use an ordinary bucket for live 
bait, dip out part of water and add 
fresh each 15 minutes. Whenever 
minnows begin to come to the top 
of the pail, change water. Keep 
pail covered with loose material.

Fly rods 
usually not suitable for powerful 
pike, but 5- to 6-ounce fly rods, 
76 to 9 feet long, O.K. for pickerel, 
a smaller fish. If you hook a pike on 
fly rod, keep rod tip high so bend 
in rod will reduce strain on line;

Line: 18- to 20-pound test, silk 
or nylon, for bait casting or still- 
fishing.

A good method: Cast lure 
either plugs that remain on sur- 
face or those that travel under- 
water) close to lily pads, brush, o1 
rushes.

Rod and reel: In early spring 
and late fall, when lake trout are 
near surface, use 5- to 5)9-foot 
casting rods or stiff fly rods, 74% to 
9 feet. Otherwise, heavy steel or 
wood rods, adequate for handling 
metal lines that are needed to get 
to bottom and stay there in water 
as deep as 100 feet. Standard cast- 
ing and fly-rod reels early and lat

Rod and reel: Trout-action fly 
rod, 714 to 9 feet long. Single-ac- 
tion or automatic fly reel, 25 to 30 
yards capacity. Occasionally 514- 
to 6-foot casting rods are used, 
with ordinary reel. 

Line: Level or tapered, to bal- 
ance (see bass-chart data) with 
weight and action of rod. Good 
fly rods bear inscription of line to 
use Otherwise, consult tackle 
dealer. With casting rods, a 9- to 
12-pound line is heavy enough. 

Hooks: Small sizes, 10 to 18. 

Leader: 9 feet tapered to 1x, 2x, 
3x (see bass chart), depending on 
size of fish. With casting rods, 3- 
foot level, about 6-pound test (pull 
needed to break). 

Weight: Never more than split 
shot. In lakes in midsummer, some- 
times necessary to go to bottom 
add additional shot. Most fly- 
fishing, especially in streams, done 
without weight. With bait casting, 
weight can be heavier. 

Bait and lures: Worms are best 
live bait. Hatchery fish like liver. 
Insects, crayfish, salmon eggs, 
sometimes small minnows or frogs 
Artificial flies, both wet and dry 
(Stuff hackle, or hair, on dry fly 
protrudes at right angles from 
hook shank, supporting it on sur- 
face of water; soft hackle on wet fly 
protrudes at backward angle, per- 
mitting fly to sink below surface.) 
Streamers, small spinners, bugs, 
poppers, tiny wobbling spoons.

Where: Streams and lakes, and 
cold mountain rivers. All trout in- 
sist on clean water. Rainbows and 
browns prefer larger streams, fast, 
cold water. Rainbows like edge of 
currents; browns, lower end _ of 
pools. In every state except those 
by Gulf. Browns can stand water 
warmer than other trout, hence 
are most plentiful. Brook trout lean 
to small, cold wilderness streams 
from California north to Alaska, 
Saskatchewan, east to Labrador, 
south to Georgia, and diagonally 
northwest through Iowa. Also 
cold, clear lakes of Canada and 
northeastern United States. Cut- 
throats, Dolly Vardens, goldens in 
mountain streams and lakes of 
West. Goldens also in Lake Suna- 
pee, New Hampshire. 

A good method: Cast dry fly up- 
stream; let fly drift down without 
“drag’’ (bow in leader and line). 
With wet flies, cast either up or 
downstream, retrieve jerkily. Set 
hook when you see the flash, before 
you feel the fish. With worms, find 
deep holes, let bait drift through, 
near bottom.

Size: Browns are largest of 
trout—average }4 to 1 pound, up 
to 39%. Rainbows average 1 
pound, up to about 6. Kamloops 
rainbows of Idaho go up to 37 
pounds; steelheads to about 20. 
Brooks average 14 pound, up to 
1444 in Lake Nipigon, Ontario, 
and nearby streams and lakes.

REMOVE YOUR PORCH if it’s cutting out light and 
spoiling the looks of your house 

There were several things wrong with the H. V. 
Lindbergh home. It looked too much like a farmhouse 
for residential Belleville, Michigan, and the broad porch 
made all first-floor front rooms dark all day 

The Lindberghs’ took off the screens, extended porch 
columns another nine feet, and put the roof back on. Now 
they have a two-story colonnade that lets light into down- 
stairs rooms, keeps hot sun out of upstairs bedrooms, and 
gives a pleasant Colonial look to the house that dresses up 
the neighborhood. 


LEAVE YOUR PORCH ALONE if you want the out- 
door sitting space, and the porch looks well where it is. 

The Thel Smiths of Goldsboro, North Carolina, liked 
their house except for its looks on the streetside. With a 
heavy gable sticking forward, the house looked like an 
oncoming train. Gable space was not livable, but was 
used instead for bulk storage. 

Rather than tear off the porch, the Smiths extended 
it. Then they chopped off the gable, and added two 
dormers that give better light and ventilation to up- 
stairs rooms. Without any porch, the house would look 
high out of the ground and boxy.

siding to studs. If nails aren’t zinc-coated, galvanized, or 
made of noncorrosive metal, rust spots may appear on the 
house in regular vertical rows 

In a situation like this, just scraping and repainting the 
outside of the house will do no permanent good. Some way 
must be found to keep winter moisture out of walls. 

In a new house, it is easy and inexpensive to install such a 
vapor barrier during construction. It may be built right into 
the insulation, as a heavy asphalted paper facing. Or a 
barrier sheet can be installed separately just under inside 
wall lath. But what do you do with a house already built? 

Che cure for paint rash was prescribed for me by the 
Forest Product Laboratory's paint expert, Dr. F. L. Browne, 
and its authority on condensation, L. V. Teesdale 

They told me to paint the inside of my house walls before 
repainting the outside. Paint of the right kind would make a 
vapor barrier—not as good as asphalted paper, but good 
enough. And it would be where it belonged, on the interior 
surfaces of those walls 

For that vapor barrier, I could use either aluminum paint 
or two coats of regular wall primer and sealer. Either could 
then be covered with finish paint or wallpaper. Or, plastic- 
coated wall fabrics would do the job in one operation. 

Over a two-month period, I got that vapor barrier on the 
inside of every exterior wall from second-floor ceiling to 
downstairs baseboards, and covered it with two coats of 
finish paint. Inside partition walls, of course, got only a coat 


of finish paint over a coat of wall size. 


A iuminum paint is considered by the Forest Products 
Laboratory experts to be a little more efficient as a vapor 
barrier than wall primer and sealer. | found it more difhicult 
to cover with finish paint, however. (Naturally, it wouldn't 
be difficult with wallpaper.) So, after doing one bedroom, 
the bathroom, and the kitchen with aluminum paint, I 
switched to primer and sealer for the other rooms. 

I was particularly careful to get a good vapor-stopping 
paint job inside cupboards and closets on outside walls. 

I noted, too, that the worst pec ling had occurred outside 
the kitchen and bathroom, chief sources of winter moisture 
in our house. So the finish paint in those two rooms is a 
semigloss, a better vapor barrier than flat oil paint. 

With the interior finished, I was ready to go to work on 
the exterior. I used a hand scraper to remove loose paint, 
cleaned powdery areas with a wire brush, removed rust 
spots over nailheads with steel wool 

Then I sealed bare spots of wood with exterior primer 
paint, bare metal areas with zinc-dust zinc-oxide primer. I 
calked all joints around windows and doors. Finally, I 
brushed on the exterior finish paint 

By doing the entire job myself, 1 kept costs down. To get a 
home that looks like new, inside and out, and will stay that 
way, my out-of-pocket costs shaped up like this:

Saves space 


I the rooms in your home are 
small, and doors take up too much 
space, here’s an inexpensive idea

All in all, it’s best to lay off bones 
altogether. If you want your dog to 
be healthy and happy, do the same 
as professional dog breeders. Bones 
play no part in the menus of their 
dogs. Rather, get hold of a good 
feeding formula, properly balanced 
in vitamins, minerals, and fats 
That's the thing that keeps a dog 
prosperous, full of life and pep

as possible after a crash, knew what 
was at stake for Timmy. If the lad 
didn’t go back into the lake, he 
might fear water for a lifetime. In 
knee-deep water near shore, his 
father emptied small change from 
the pocket of his swim trunks and 
called Timmy to help him recovet 
the “‘lost”’ coins. 

In splashing around for pennies 
and nickels, Timmy soon forgo 
about his fear. Before leaving, he 
and his dad made plans to return 
the next weekend, when they 
would go out to a deeper level. 
Timmy's dad promised to teach 
him to swim under water and dive 
for coins 

A littl imagination can go a 
ong way in devising means of up- 
rooting fear. A small girl became 
almost hysterical when put in a 
dark room to sleep. A number of 
efforts to cure her failed. Then her 
mother got a hunch and followed it. 
She bought a book on simplified 
astronomy, and pointed out the var- 
ious stars from her daughter’s bed- 
room windows. 

Soon this became a nightly game 
in which Mother would test Sandra 
to find out how many stars she 
knew by name. The little girl de- 
veloped a habit of putting herself to 
sleep by « ounting and naming Stars. 
The game not only overcame her 
fear of darkness but gave her a 
fondness for it. When the lights 
were on, she couldn’t see the stars 
clearly enough. 


Aint imaginative mother 
used a simple yet effective system to 
cope with her daughter’s fear of 
darkness. She sat in the unlighted 
bedroom, telling pleasant stories in 
which she compared the black of 
night to something smooth and soft 
that the girl liked—a piece of vel- 
vet. Her well-chosen words made 
young Betty feel the darkness rest 
soothingly on her skin—a comfort- 
ing friend. 

Although fear of lightning and 
thunder may be transmitted to your 
child by you or some other family 
member, these phenomena can of 
themselves draw a fear response 

Thunder, especially, frightens 
many boys and girls, for fear of sud- 
den loud noise—along with fear of 
falling—is one of the two fears with 
which all of us are born. However, 
that doesn’t mean that you can’t

help your child if he becomes par- 
alyzed with terror at earth-shaking 
rumbles. 

One mother plays the game of 
finding whether she or her young 
son can count up to the highest 
number between flashes of light- 
ning and claps of thunder. Others 
get their boys and girls to see if by 
shouting or beating on a toy drum 
they can make a noise louder than 
thunder—a contest that helps con- 
quer fear but may not be highly 
favored by neighbors. 


A youngster finds security in 
familiar persons, places, or things. 
He feels insecure or afraid when he 
suddenly comes face to face with 
the unfamiliar, the unusual. The 
unfamiliar might be Aunt Jenny 
and her Yankee Doodle hat swoop- 
ing down upon him, or perhaps the 
body of a physically handicapped 
yerson 

A little girl named Ellen drew 
back in horror the first time she 
saw a teen-age newspaper boy who 
had suffered a _ body-deforming 
disease. Thereafter, she would go a 
few blocks out of her way to avoid 
him. When her mother learned of 
this, she asked why. 

“He walks funny and makes me 
scared,” Ellen replied. “All the 
other first-graders say he’s crazy.” 
She added that her schoolmates 
called him names from a distance 
but didn’t dare go near him. 

Ellen’s mother explained that 
the boy had been ill, that he had 
almost lost the use of his leg; that 
the boy didn’t want to be different, 
he wanted to walk as straight as 
any other children; he had enough 
trouble just moving around with- 
out having to be teased and shamed 
by boys and girls. He was really a 
courageous lad to stand out in the 
cold selling papers. 


Euten and her mother went to 
the newsstand that night, and Ellen 
bought her first paper from the lad. 
But this time she wasn’t afraid. She 
saw the boy according to the new 
picture her mother had sketched. 
All of us at some time or other 
have heard mothers or-fathers con 
demning their children for coward- 
ice. This practice, whether in pub- 
lic or private, never helps overcome 
fear or anxiety. It invariably drives

them underground, where they 
may grow and strengthen by repe- 
tition until they become full- 
fledged phobias. 

Unfortunately, many youngsters 
hide anxieties. An excellent way of 
relieving tensions is to encourage 
your sons and daughters to talk 
about their hidden fears. Doctors 
Reusch and Prestwood maintain 
that everyone—infant as well as 
adult—needs to share anxieties, 
preferably with a loved one. You 
can help Johnnie immeasurably by 
listening to him calmly and reas- 
suringly, and explaining the things 
he fears and how best to deal with 
them. 


I; you pooh-pooh Johnnie’s fears, 
you are only handicapping his re- 
adjustment. There may be no such 
things as ghosts or witches, but they 
can be real to Johnnie if he has 
been exposed to fantastic folklore 
without first being informed that 
the characters are fictional. 

Some mothers and fathers still 
use fear as a disciplinary stick 
Actually, there are enough ele- 
ments of danger in daily living 
without adding to your boy or 
girl's difficulties. It is almost crimi- 
nal to make a youngster fear the 
dark by talking about Bogey Men 
who lurk in shadows “waiting for 
bad boys who won’t mind their 
parents.” It is barbarous to do what 
one mother often does to keep her 
small daughter in line. She has 
made her youngster believe that 
the dragon fly is a ‘““darning needle” 
that sews up the mouths of “‘little 
girls who talk too much.” That’s 
an old, old superstition and par- 
ticularly harmful in this case. 

If you have ever tried to make 
your youngster behave by threaten- 
ing to take him to the doctor or 
dentist, you already know what a 
problem it is to bring him there 
when treatment is necessary. 

Thoughtless remarks by grown- 
ups may create fear in your chil- 
dren—comments such as “I’ve 
always been afraid of dogs” (or 
horses, water, or high places, doc- 
tors, or the dark). These confes- 
sions, overheard by your boy or 
girl, who considers Dad and Moth- 
er as solid as Gibraltar, may trans- 
fer your anxiety to them. 


L. t's face it: In repeatedly warn- 
ing your boy or girl against clin 
ing trees, using a hard ball, pl. 
football, you reveal yourself 
afraid. You are displaying you 
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own anxieties to the greatest imi- 
tators of all—your children. You 
must exercise self-control if you 
wish your sons and daughters to be- 
come normal adults. 


if Mary has a minor accident, 
be calm and helpful. Often the mis- 
hap doesn’t bother the victim a 
fraction as much as your cry of 
alarm or confusion. Then, too, a 
great deal of gush and fuss after 
Mary has been frightened doesn’t 
help her overcome her fear. It only 
gives her added incentive for stay- 
ing scared. 

A “see no evil, hear no evil, 
speak no evil” policy in regard to 
floods, hurricanes, tor- 
nadoes, earthquakes, train wrecks, 
and plane crashes—is not practic- 
able, and hardly possible. Movies, 
radio, television, newspapers, mag- 
azines, comic books,*school discus- 
sions, neighborhood talk, make it 
almost impossible to raise Mary or 
Johnnie as a sheltered orchid. 

Doctor Prestwood says that such 
a hothouse existence, at any rate, 
may build false security and cause 
the child a more frightening awak- 
ening later on. 

“Rather than trying to avoid the 
unavoidable,” he says, “it would 
seem more logical to impart rea- 
sonable informative explanations. 
In general it would seem that the 
sooner one is able to accept the 
anxieties inherent in living, the 
better able one is to cope with life. 
This is going to depend upon how 
these things are imparted rather 
than upon what is imparted.” 


dangers 


D.. tors Ruesch and Prestwood 
point out that respect for the per- 
son who sets an example is impor- 
tant in the teaching of a boy or girl. 
As Goldsmith put it, “You preach 
a better sermon with your life than 
with your lips.’” Complete honesty 
pays off in many ways. A calm ex- 
planation and reassurance during 
fear-producing events will be ac- 
cepted by your youngster, if he 
knows that you have never let him 
down in other situations. 

If Mary knows she is loved and 
wanted, she has security for facing 
the new and also a reservoir of con- 
fidence for solving problems. She 
doesn’t become flustered and un- 
able to act positively when she must 
do so for the protection of herself 
and others 

It is plain that a youngster whose 
parents cope with problems, rather

The best side trip we ever took

| he best side trip we ever took was 
down the “Souter banks’ of North 
Carolina, perhaps the _least- 
known spot in the Eastern United 
States. The Cape’s earliest white 
settlers, Sir Walter Raleigh’s ill- 
fated colonists, disappeared from 
Roanoke Island in 1590. 

We crossed Currituck Sound 
southeast of Elizabeth City on a 3- 
mile bridge. Beyond were the 
white dunes of Kitty Hawk, topped 
by a memorial to the Wright Broth- 
ers’ first flight. We took a narrow, 
blacktop road down the center of 
the narrow cape, here only a nar- 
row strip of sand, with the Atlantic 
gnawing on one side, Roanoke 
Sound on the other. We passed 
Nags Head, where the inhabitants 
used to hang lanterns on ponies’ 
necks to lure ships to destruction. 
Across Roanoke Sound, the road 
ended at Manteo, where you can 
visit Fort Raleigh, the site of 
Roanoke Colony. But the wild 
beach down the east shore called 
us. It’s possible to drive on the sand 
all the way to Cape Hatteras it- 
self, but Coast Guard authorities 
don’t recommend it for anyone but 
experienced sand drivers. We 
walked a short way, often wading 
in the smacking surf, found no one 
about but us, no evidence of human 
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existence except for hulks of 
wrecked ships 
We played with a surprised and 
lively crab, watched an osprey dive 
for fish, gathered shells and drift- 
wood. To amateur beachcombers, 
this uncleaned beach, littered with 
the delightful debris cast up by 
storms and _ hurricanes, offered 
wonderful pickings. Not only that 
the outer banks were pirate 
country, the hideout of Blackbeard. 
Pirates, sharks, wrecked ships, sea 
birds, a thundering ocean, and a lost 
colony—this, to our adventurous 
souls, was worth the whole trip.

After chugging 
its way up the river to the Canadi- 
an Falls, the little ship shrugs, 
braces itself, and then, on the way 
back, forces its way through boil- 
ing waters right into the foot of the 
American Falls. Here a whole wet 
world seems about to topple onto 
your head; luckily you donned 
waterproof coveralls when you got 
on the boat. (Cost: 90 cents for 


Jones Beach, pride of the excellent New York State Park System, 
has three miles of white sand beach and a tremendous swimming pool 
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By all odds best way to fit the jigsaw pieces of New York 
together is to take a sight-seeing boat around Manhattan Island 


adults and 60 cents for children.) 

In the middle of Niagara River, 
Goat Island separates the Ameri- 
can from the Canadian Falls. Here 
another elevator takes you down. 
You step gingerly over catwalks 
built upon stone to peer into the 
Cave of the Winds, a huge cavern 
150 feet high and 100 feet deep. 
Over this gaping mouth drops 
Bridal Veil Falls like a tremendous, 
sleazy curtain. The admission 


price, $1, includes waterproof 


clothing, and is the same for both 
adults and children. 

Back in your car, you drive 
across Rainbow Bridge to Niagara 
Falls, Ontario (car and driver, 25 
cents; 5 cents for each added pas- 
senger) for wonderful panoramas 
of both falls from the Canadian 
side. You have to go through 
Customs, but this is not compli- 
cated for United States citizens. 
The celebrated aero-car across the 
whirlpool, downstream from the 
falls, is also on the Canadian side. 

Back on the United States side, 
you drive to Whirlpool State Park 
and Devil’s Hole State Park for 
views of the river bending back on 
itself and a titanic pothole 1,754 
feet wide in which the devil him- 
self seems to be boiling his dinner. 

If you’ve time, drive up to Old 
Fort Niagara, a prize historical at- 
traction, 14 miles north of the Falls 
where the Niagara River empties 
into Lake Ontario. Built during 
the French and Indian wars, the 
oldest building dates from 1720. 

By now you're practically fam- 
ished. If Southern cooking appeals 
to you, there’s the Marigold. Or 
you can try Red Coach Inn, a 
small, pleasant hotel. For the night, 
you have a wide choice of hotels 
and motor courts. 

Second day. Today’s 257 miles 
are through a pleasant, rolling 
country of orchards and truck 
farms. On a hilltop near Lewiston, 
where Niagara Falls were 35,000 
years ago, there’s a sweeping vista 
of the lake plains and the Niagara 
River emptying into Lake Ontario. 
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By-pass the downtown section of 
Rochester. (If you have plenty of 
time and would like to see Amer- 
ica’s largest rose gardens at New- 
ark, New York, swing south and 
east on State 31, turning north 
again at Lyons on State 14.) If it’s 
August or September, Sodus Bay, 
at the tiny village called Resort, 
is covered with lotus. The 6-inch, 
waxy blossoms rise two feet from 
broad pads on the water 

Oswego brings a splendid view 
of Lake Ontario. You can visit 
Fort Ontario, last stronghold 
abandoned by the British after the 
Revolution. Farther on, the homes 
and stone walls remind you of 
New England; many were built in 
the 1700’s by people who were, 
even then, finding Massachusetts 
and Connecticut crowded. The 
route vou’re on is even more an- 
cient: It was the main avenue of 
communication for the Indians of 
the Five Nations 

Now you come to Watertown, 
whose very businesslike Black 
River drops 112 feet within the 
city’s limits to supply power and 
give the place its name. Wool- 
worth’s first 5-and-10 was here. 

At Clayton you catch your first 
glimpse of the St. Lawrence. A 
little farther on you come to the 
Thousand Islands International 
Bridge. Drive out onto it ($1.25 for 
car and occupants) just to look up 
and down these beautiful waters 
from a height of 150 feet. Are 
there really a thousand islands? 
Actually, there are nearer 1,800! 
And in a relatively small stretch of 
27 miles. No wonder the first white 
man to see them shouted, “Mon 
Dieu! Les milles iles!”’ 

There are good motor courts at 
Alexandria Bay. For dinner try the 
moderately priced Argonne Coffee 
Shop or the Monticello Hotel, 
Wau Winet Lodge (it’s on one of 
the islands; there’s a free ferry for 
guests), or Edgewood Inn, be- 
tween Clayton and Alexandria 
Bay. After eating, you may want 
to take a short boat ride (for as

This will make an excel- 
lent appetizer for tomorrow’s 
longer ride. 

Third day. This morning take 
the Two Nations Boat Tour, wind- 
ing through narrow channels be- 
tween these wonderful islands. It 
lasts about 2% hours, costs $1.75, 
adult or child. You'll stop on 
Heart Island to walk through 
Boldt Castle (50 cents per person) 
[his is a remarkable reproduction 
of a medieval castle of 300 rooms, 
begun by rags-to-riches George 
Boldt, once president of the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria Hotel, as a present to 
his wife. Her death in 1907 caused 
him to abandon the project and it 
remains now a crumbling, un- 
finished memorial. ‘In addition to 
the longer tours, there are special 
boats that just go to the castle 

What a collection of islands this 
is! Some are small, bare rocks to 
which a single tree clings uncertain- 
ly. Others are so large they con- 
tain whole villages. Sull others are 
handsomely landscaped places with 
beautiful summer homes and enor- 

10us, barnlike boathouses, built 
steam yachts of a bygone era 
There are 12 state parks here, and 
you can park free on an island and 
just relax if you want to. 

Maybe you'll have an extra day 

a Thousand Islands Shore 

It begins early in the 
morning! You hire a guide, a fish- 
ing launch, and try your luck for 
bass, pike, perch, pickerel, or 
muskellunge. Fishing is generally 
excellent, but even if you don’t get 
a bite, your guide will have plenty 
of fish for your shore dinner on 
some inviting island. He’ll supple- 
ment it with a steak, salad, vegeta- 
bles in season, lots of coffee, and 
French toast. For a family of four, 
it will cost around $35 for every- 
thing. However, if you want to 
economize, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, in addition to telling you 
how to get a guide, stands ready to 
recommend a boatman who will 


rent you a boat with a motor for 
about $5 a day. The boatman will 
tell you a good fishing ground 
where you can test your skill alone. 

On the afternoon following your 
boat ride, you drive 151 miles 
through Antwerp to Gouverneur 
which bestrides the Oswegatchie 
River. When talc was discovered 
here in 1867, women’s noses began 
to be whiter and babies more com- 
fortable. Near Fine you enter 
magnificent Adirondack country. 
[his state-owned Adirondack 
Forest Preserve includes half the 
land between Lake Champlain 
and the Black River Valley, and 
from Mohawk Valley in the south 
to the farming regions near the St. 
Lawrence. The 2,200,000 acres 
are mostly spec tacular scenery. 
Here are high mountains, 46 top- 
ping 4,000 feet, 2 rising more than 
5,000. There are more than 100 
large lakes and countless small- 
er ones. There are free camp sites 
galore, also hiking trails, and 150 
miles of bridle paths. 


Don's be surprised if someone in 
your family exclaims, ““What’s be- 
come of my hay fever?” The 
Adirondacks, and the Catskills too, 
are almost pollen-free. 

This afternoon you drive by 
famous lakes like Cranberry, Tup- 
per, Saranac. Stop at Lake Placid 
for the night. There are good 
cabins and a choice of fine hotels. 
rhis village has gone all out to 
make tourists happy. Swimming 
at the municipal beach is free. 
There’s even ice skating in a huge 
indoor arena that’s worth visiting 
even if you don’t skate. There’s a 
15-mile boat ride on Lake Placid 
itself. (The lake on which the town 
is actually located is Mirror Lake; 
Lake Placid ‘lies a short distance 
away.) 

There are a lot of good places to 
eat. The Mirror Lake Inn, The 
Homestead, Leahy’s Lakeside Inn, 
and Alpine Lodge are outstanding. 

Fourth day. Only 55 miles to- 
day, but what sight-seeing! After

breakfast, you head for Wilming- 
ton. Two miles up Whiteface 
Memorial Highway, a sign, “‘ North 
Pole,” Here, in a 
Mother Goose setting is Santa’s 
Workshop where the old gentle- 
man greets children like long-lost 
friends. Gnomelike workmen are 
making toys. The pure white rein- 
deer nuzzle you cozily. Children 
under 10 are admitted free; adults 
must pay 80 cents 

But the big thrill of morning is 
your ride to the summit of White- 
face Mountain over an 8-mile, 
high-gear state highway. (Toll: . 
$1.20 for adults; 60 cents for chil- 
dren). From this spectacular peak, 
4,872 feet high, you can see nearly 
all of northern New York on a 
clear day. Below you lie Placid and 
Mirror lakes; in the north Mount- 
Royal marks Montreal, Canada. 
In the east the verdant Green 
Mountains lie fronted by 100- 
mile-long Lake Champlain. In the 
south the bumpy McIntyre Range 
rises to salute you. Sharp-eyed ob- 
servers have counted 137 lakes 

Returning to the main highway, 
you pass beside pleasant mountain 
farms and conifer forests to Ausable 
Chasm. A narrow gorge chiseled 
by the lively river, the chasm is a 
mile and a half long. You walk be- 
side the swirling black river flecked 
with white spume, ascend, cross a 
bridge, and gape at fantastic rock 
formations appropriately named 
Elephant’s Head, Pulpit Rock, the 
Cathedral. Beautiful ferns and 
wildflowers grow out of the rocks. 

At Table Rock you take a husky 
boat to ride through the narrow 
Grand Flume. Evergreens canopy 
the sky overhead. Emerging into a 
broad basin, you feel as though you 
were going downhill in the rapids; 
it’s an optical illustion created by 
the slanting strata of the rock. The 
charge is $1.80 regardless of age. 
For dinner tonight, eat at Hotel 
Ausable Chasm. 

Fifth day. Today’s mileage is 
only 95. Just east of Keesville you 
come upon Lake Champlain, so 


stops you. 
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hotly fought over by Indians, 
British, and Colonials. 
Passing through Ticonderoga, you 
visit Fort Ticonderoga, in many re- 
spects the most colorful fortress in 
the United States. 

It was called Fort Carillon when 
the French built it in 1755. When 
British Lord Amherst captured it, 
he rechristened it Fort Ticonder- 
oga. Ethan Allen’s famous surprise 
attack won it for the Colonists. In 
the waters below, Benedict Arnold 
assembled our first fighting fleet. 
Today, restored to original French 
plans, its fascinating battlements, 
moats, barracks, dungeons, and 
collections of weapons make it one 
of the most rewarding stops on your 
trip. Admission: adults, 60 cents; 
children, 30 cents.

Diwe slowly down the 30 miles 
beside Lake George, because it is 
truly one of the most beautiful 
lakes in the world. Now and then it 
lies right beside you, crystal clear, 
deep blue, and with mountains all 
around. Many of the 183 islands 
are state-owned. You can get a free 
permit and camp on one for two 
weeks. Complete outfits including 
canoe, tent, and cooking equip- 
ment may be rented along the lake. 
As you drive along, you see all 
kinds of summer homes and mag- 
nificent resort hotels. 

Several boat rides are available 
at Lake George Village. They 
range from a $1 speedboat trip 
to a leisurely tour the full length of 
the lake and back (adults, $2.60; 
half fare for children of 5-12; chil- 
dren under 5, free). It’s an elegant 
outing, with the boat making in- 
teresting stops along the way. The 
lake is from 34 of a mile to four 
miles wide. From docks and islands, 
happy vacationists wave at you. 
Now you get splendid waterfront 
views of the homes, hotels, camps, 
and other places you admired from 
the highway. Historic spots are 
pointed out by the lecturer-guide, 
including the slide down which 
Major Rogers escaped from the

Indians by wearing his snowshoes 
backward to foil pursuit. 

Ihe brook trout is excellent at the 
Sky Harbor Cafe, and while you 
eat you can get another panoramic 
view of the lake through a big pic- 
ture window. Before the sun sets, 
drive up French Mountain. This 
“Top of the World” drive ends 
with a spectacular view of the 
southern end of Lake George, and 
though the land is privately owned, 
there is no entrance fee. You sleep 
in Lake George Village in what- 
ever accommodation suits you 

Sixth day. 207 miles. This would 
be a good start-before-breakfast 
day. It’s only a 9-mile drive to 
Glen Falls. The caves immortal- 
ized in The Last of the Mohicans 
are here. You can get a good 
breakfast at the Queensbury Hotel 

At Saratoga Springs, get out 
and walk about. Don’t miss seeing 
the fabulous .old Grand Union 
Hotel. This town has two gastro- 
nomic inventions to its credit: the 
club sandwich and potato chips! 
George Washington and Alexander 
Hamilton drank the waters here 
Today, modernized and beautiful- 
ly planted, Saratoga Spa ranks 
among the best in the world. At 
the State Drink Hall, admission 
free, you can sample the waters for 
a small charge. 

The famous battleground where 
General Burgoyne was decisively 
trounced by General Gates in 1777 
lies to the east, beyond Saratoga 
Lake. It’s not on your direct reute 
to Albany, but is worth a short 
detour. At Albany, whose skyline 
is dominated by the $25,000,000 
state capitol, you cross to the east 
side of the Hudson and drive 
through pleasant little towns with 
Dutch names. Kinderhook, for ex- 
ample, means “Children’s Cor- 
ner.” In Rhinebeck, notice the 
homes with band-saw decoration, 
some of it Gothic, and as authen- 
tically folk art as a ship’s figure- 
head. On your right is the beautiful 
Beekman Arms, built in 1700, and 
said to be the oldest inn in America 
If you didn’t make that early 
start, you can enjoy a fine lunch 
here and browse around among in- 
teresting old furniture and guns. 


Now three of the most exciting 
homes in the state await your in- 
spection. Since all of these are 
closed on Mondays, plan your trip 
so that your sixth day falls on some 
other day of the week. 

You come first to the Mills 
Memorial State Park containing 
the magnificent 65-room French 
Renaissance home of Ogden Mills, 
former secretary of the treasury. 
Interiors by Stanford White in- 
clude the green marble dining 
room, gold parlor, oak-paneled 
library. Original furnishings are 
all there. Admission, 25 cents, 
adult or child. 

Next comes the Frederick W. 
Vanderbilt Italian Renaissance 
mansion now owned and main- 
tained by the federal government. 


Since the 1700's, the grounds have 
been an arboretum cultivated by 
a succession of gentlemen farmers, 
so even if you haven’t time to go in- 
side the house, you should drive in 
(no charge) to see superb speci- 
mens of different trees, many the 
biggest of their kind. In spite of its 
impressiveness, you can go through 
this mansion rather quickly, mar- 
veling at museum-piece chairs, 
tapestries, mantels and doors from 
Italy, centuries-old rugs. Admis- 
sion: adults, 30 cents; children 
under 12, free. 

The much simpler Roosevelt 
home at Hyde Park is more typical 
of early Hudson River homesteads 
of bygone days. Built in 1826, it was 
acquired by James Roosevelt, 
father of the late president, in 
1867. It stands on 33 rolling acres 
overlooking the Hudson. You see 
F. D. R’s wheel chair, cape, and 
other mementos of his rich life. In 
the library, a new, separate build- 
ing, are manuscripts, books, paint- 
ings, ship models, old family car- 
riages, and even the special car 
the president drove. The rose gar- 
den outside contains his grave. Ad- 
mission to both buildings: 50 cents 
for adults; children under 12, free. 


| the birthplace of 
Smith Brothers’ Cough Drops, is 
also the home of Vassar College. 
Turn east to Taconic Parkway for 
a run through gentle hills and 
beautifully planted grounds. At 
Hawthorne Circle you take the 
Sawmill River Parkway into Henry 
Hudson Parkway running beside 
the Hudson River with the Pali- 
sades across the water and ocean 
liners right below you. At 57th 
Street, turn left for your hotel. Put 
your car in a garage for the com- 
ing three days. You can see New 
York City more quickly and more 
conveniently by other means. 

How will you choose your hotel? 
You should make reservations at 
least two weeks in advance. Write 
to The New York Convention and 
Visitors Bureau, Inc., 500 Park 
Avenue, New York City, for their 
free hotel folder listing hotels, ad- 
dresses, rates. Ask also for other 
printed material which will help 
you plan your stay. Then write 
direct for room reservations at the 
rates listed in the hotel folder. 

The Bureau can also get you 
tickets to radio and _ television 
shows, but to avoid disappointment 
you ought to give them even longer 
notice. Don’t expect too much. 
Tickets for leading radio and tele- 
vision shows are gobbled up 
months ahead. The Bureau cannot 
undertake to secure theater tickets, 
but will send you a folder listing 
shows, theaters, addresses. You can 
write direct to the theater. When 
you’re in the city, you can tele- 
phone or go to the Bureau for any 
special information. But don’t for- 
get that every New York police- 
man will be glad to tell you the 
best and cheapest way to get to 
any part of town.

Seventh, eighth, ninth days. 
How will you spend them? Here’s 
a suggestion. Begin each day with 
a major sight-seeing trip. Devote 
afternoons to special interests. 

By all means, first morning, 
catch the 10:30 sight-seeing boat at 
42nd Street and the Hudson River 
for the trip around Manhattan 
Island. You’re launched among the 
immensely varied shipping of this 
great international port with its 
fat ferryboats, husky tugs, huge 
ocean liners, rusty freighters. You'll 
see a fireboat, perhaps, and a mis- 
cellany of small craft that defy you 
to tell what they’re used for. 

At the southern extremity of 
Manhattan, you get that famous 
skyline full blast just as though you 
were arriving from Europe or 
South America. The Statue of 
Liberty waves her torch at you. A 
lecturer-guide explains everything. 
You pass under Brooklyn Bridge 
and its younger brother bridges 
Up East River you'll see assorted 
battlecraft in the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, and enormous new housing 
developments. The rising new 
United Nations buildings and 
gigantic Bellevue Hospital, monop- 
olizing 12 square blocks, are right 
beside you. Near Triborough 
Bridge you enter the narrow Har- 
lem River, which separates Man- 
hattan from The Bronx. The 
Yankee Stadium is on your right, 
the Polo Grounds on your left 
Emerging back on the Hudson, 
you glide under the towering 
George Washington Bridge and 
past Grant’s Tomb and miles of 
apartment houses banking River- 
side Drive. Farther down you may 
see a big liner like the Queen Mary 
or the Liberté being nosed into its 
dock by a pack of officious tug- 
boats. This boat trip around Man- 
hattan is the best possible intro- 
duction to the city. Adults: $2.50 
for the three-hour ride; children, 
5 to 12, $1.25. 

One of the best bus tours is the 
Lower New York ride, leaving 
from Times Square. On it you pass 





the Empire State Building, see 
Washington Square, City Hall, 
the Civic Center, Wall Street, 
Trinity Church, Custom House, 
Chinatown, the Bowery, and other 
sights you’ve heard about. Fare: 
$3.50, whatever your age. 

Another good trip is the Upper 
New York and Harlem tour, 
which goes north on Fifth Avenue 
past swank stores, St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, famous churches, fash- 
ionable hotels, homes, and apart- 
ment houses. You see Central Park 
and enter the second largest cathe- 
dral in the world, that of St. John 
the Divine. You go through Har- 
lem, visit Columbia University, 
ride down Riverside Drive past 
Grant’s Tomb and Riverside Me- 
morial Church with its 22-story 
tower. Fare: $3.

7 are combinations of these 
two trips, also an 8-hour combina- 
tion which adds to them a boat 
ride to the Statue of Liberty with 
an hour to get up in the forehead 
and look out upon the harbor. It 
also takes you to the top of the 
Empire State Building, world’s 
tallest, and includes lunch and a 
tour of Radio City. Fare: $8.95. 
rhe least expensive sight-seeing 
trip is still a ride on one of Fifth 
Avenue’s double-decked 
For 12 cents, you can ride all the 
way to the Cloisters, a branch of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
near the north tip of Manhattan. 

Of course, you can take in most 
of these sights separately. A boat 
leaves the Battery for Bedloe 
Island and the Statue of Liberty;

amusement park, is closer in. 
New York is jam packed with 
historic shrines: A free folder put 
out by the Convention and Visitors 
Bureau lists all of them, but here 
are a few: Downtown, within casy 
reac h of one another, are reminders 
of George Washington. You can 
lunch at Fraunces’ Tavern, at 
Pear! and Broad Streets, where he 
bade his officers farewell at the 
close of the war. Ye Olde Chop 
House, at 118 Cedar Street, in con- 
tinuous operation since 1800, is 
perhaps more picturesque. At the 
intersection of Broad and Wall 
Streets stands the Subtreasury 
Building, site of the building where 
Washington became first president. 
Walk west on Wall Street to Broad- 
way to see historic Trinity Church; 
in the graveyard lie Robert Fulton, 
Alexander Hamilton, and other 
notable early Americans. Then 
turn north on Broadway; in St. 
Paul’s Chapel you can see the pew 
in which Washington sat on Sun- 
days. Another tourist’s stop in this 
part of the city is the New York 
Stock Exchange on Broad Street 
near Wall. Go right in and see the 
traders from the visitors’ gallery. 
(Closed Saturdays in the summer.) 


4 uptown (The Wall Street tip 
of Manhattan is downtown; Times 
Square and Grand Central are 
midtown; the north end of Man- 
hattan is uptown) New York, 
there’s the Poe Cottage at Grand 
Concourse and Kingsbridge Road, 
where Poe lived from 1844 to 
1848. In Van Cortlandt Park, the 
Van Cortlandt mansion (1748) 
had Washington, Rochambeau, 
and King William IV as visitors. 
At West 160th Street and Edge- 
combe Avenue is the Jumel Man- 
sion, built in 1765 and Washing- 
ton’s headquarters in 1776. At 
204th Street and Broadway is the 
Dyckman House, only remaining 
farmhouse on Manhattan Island. 
It was used by both Colonial and 
British soldiers. 

New York will bewilder you with 
its multitude of fine eating places. 
If your mouth’s watering for sea- 
food, the city’s unsurpassed in pop- 
ular-priced places such as the two 
Sea-Fare Restaurants (1033 First 
Avenue and 41 West 8th Street), or 
the King of the Seaon Third Avenue 
near 53rd Street; Paddy’s Clam 
House, 215 West 34th Street, is 
even bigger and the prices are a 
little lower. 

Here also is old-fashioned Amer- 
ican cooking at its best in long- 
established places like Keen’s Chop 
House on West 36th Street, where 
you can enjoy a huge mutton chop 
and call for a churchwarden’s pipe 
for your after-dinner smoke. Cav- 
anagh’s on West 23rd Street has 
specialized in steaks and other 
hearty fare since gas lamps stood 
about it. Another old-timer spe- 
cializing in German cooking is 
Luchow’s on East 14th Street. 

If you want to eat in a favorite 
place of actors and drama critics, 
try Sardi’s, 234 West 44th Street. 
In recent years the boom in smor- 
gasbord has filled New York’s ex- 
cellent Swedish restaurants, the 
Kungsholm in East 55th Street be- 
ing one of them. And there are

Spend some time at the United 
States Military Academy at West 
Point. During the Revolutionary 
War, it was a vital defense point; a 
huge chain stretched across the 
river kept British ships from going 
further north. Dominating the 
15,000-acre reservation is the 
beautiful Cadet Chapel. The muse- 
um makes an exciting stop for boys 
of all ages. Parades of the entire 
Cadet Corps end, usually, early in 
June, but Plebe Parades of the be- 
ginning class are held Mondays, 
Tuesdays, and Fridays from about 
July 20 to August 15 at 5:15 p.m. 

At Kingston, only a trading post 
in 1615, but the New York State 
Capital in 1777, you see interest- 
ing, early-Dutch homes built of 
stone. Still standing is the Senate 
House built in 1676, the oldest 
public building in the United 
States. Turning inland you soon 
come to Ashokan Reservoir bulg- 
ing with 125 billion gallons of 
water and covering seven aban- 
doned villages. If it's midday you 
can have a pleasant lunch and 
enjoy a splendid view from the 
windows of Holiday Inn, high 
above the reservoir. 

You’re in Rip Van Winkle 
country now and wondering how 
on earth a man could sleep away 
20 years in such delightful sur- 
roundings. Near Pine Hill, get out 
and ride up and back on the Belle- 
ayre Chair Lift, built by the state 
for skiers but running all summer 
for sight-seers. From the top, 
3,580 feet up, you get a breathless 
view of Catskill peaks in all direc- 
tions. Fare on the lift is 75 cents for 
adults, 50 cents for children. 

Drive back to Shandaken and 
turn north through mountainous 
country spotted with little farms. 
The Catskill Forest Preserve con- 
sists of 232,000 acres of unspoiled 
scenery with mountains as high as 
4,204 feet. At Lexington you go 
east to Hunter, then north to 
Windham. Near East Windham at 
Point Lookout, you stand on the 
edge of a cliff 2,400 feet high to 
look out over the Helderbergs and

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across the Hudson River to see, on 
a clear day, the long profile of the 
Taconics, the Berkshires, and some 
of the Green Mountains in Ver- 
mont—‘“all creation” as James 
Fenimore Cooper put it. 

Return to Windham for the 
night. The Thompson House, an 
old-fashioned hotel that will sur- 
prise you with its modern appoint- 
ments, is an excellent place to stay 
and to eat. It’s a good idea to have 
reservations. 

Eleventh day. This day’s 195 
miles take in some of the most 
rugged Catskill scenery, especially 
around Grand Gorge. Spanish 
names embellish many hotels be- 
cause wealthy Cubans and South 
Americans have made this area 
their favorite summering place for 
generations. After Stamford comes 
Delhi which was given that name 
because long ago its leading citizen 
was nicknamed “The Grand Mo- 
gul!” Here’s rich dairy country 
and busy upland farming. You go 
through Binghamton, largest city 
in the southern part of the state, to 
Waverly. In Montour Village, 
Chequagua Falls seem to tumble 
right into Main Street. 

For dinner you might go to 
Seneca Lodge, just outside Watkins 
Glen where you will put up for the 
night. If you’re not too tired, 
sample Watkins Glen by artificial 
light after dinner. 

Twelfth day. You can swim this 
morning in Seneca Lake at Mu- 
nicipal Lakeside Park. Then world- 
famous Watkins Glen awaits your 
inspection. Take Gorge Trail over 
numerous bridges, crossing the 
stream which has carved grotesque 
formations out of the rock. There 
are 18 waterfalls. At the end of 
your walk, you will be 700 feet 
higher than when you started. 
There is no admission charge, but 
you'll pay a quarter to park. 

There’s also a boat ride on 
Seneca Lake, largest of the Finger 
Lakes, 36 miles long and more 
than 3 miles wide. (Adults, 75 
cents; children, 35 cents.) The 
third deepest body of water in the 
United States, 35 different species 
of fish have been taken from it. 

Your first 35 miles of today’s 140 
are beside this serene lake. The 
landscape is verdant with nurs- 
eries, farming, and vineyards grow- 
ing grapes which make fine wines 
and champagnes. A look at your 
map shows why the Indians called 
these long, narrow lakes “finger” 
lakes; they believed they had been 
made by the imprint of the hand of 
the Great Spirit, Skaneateles Lake 
being the thumb, Canandaigua 
the little finger. This region has 
nine state parks with scenic glens, 
high falls, beautiful streams, and 
batches of forest. 

In both Geneva and Canandai- 
gua, you will see fine examples of 
the Gothic Victorian and Greek 
Revival homes and public build- 
ings of the early 1800’s. Le Roy, 
another city on your route was the 
birthplace of the stringless bean! 

And now you’re back in Buffalo. 
Perhaps with time to drive through 
its beautiful park and residential

“If it becomes absolutely neces- 
sary to go on the grass, for events 
like fights or wrestling, we lay 
wood platforms or runways raised 
about two inches on 2x4s for ait 
circulation 

“These wooden strips take the 
life right out of the ground,” 
Owens laments, “and are espe- 
cially damaging to the grass if set 
up or knocked down in a rain- 
storm. If a platform is down for 
any great length of time for any 
event, we must resod the places 
where the 2x4s came in contact 
with the sod, as well as heavy traf- 
fic areas not protected. 


A. no time do we allow chairs 
to be placed directly on the grass. 
And I might add that we definitely 
try to discourage any show or per- 
formance where a large or contin- 
uous body of people would march 
in step across the grass 

“When stakes must be driven 
into the ground for special per- 
formances, our agreement is that as 
quickly as a stake is withdrawn, a 
large sheet of waterproof paper is 
put in the stake hole. Once the per- 
formers have left the field, we im- 
mediately fill the holes with our 
top-dressing mixture.” 

As a basic step in growing 
smooth, thick, green turf at the 
Stadium, Owens and his four- 
man staff (six in baseball and foot- 
ball seasons) loosen or aerate the 
soil to counteract packing by 
crowds, mowing equipment, rain, 
and artificial watering. 

In August, and again in Decem- 
ber after the last football game, a 
concrete roller with spiked teeth is 
pulled over the Stadium area to

punch holes in the packed earth. 
Spots where wood platforms have 
been used are handspiked imme- 
diately after the event. After the 
handspiking, rain makers are 
turned on the cleared field. 

Here’s where your lawn and 
Yankee Stadium are alike. Soil 
compaction differs only in degree. 

When ground is packed, water, 
air, and plant food enter it slowly, 
if at all. Root growth is shallow, 
and a thatch of dry roots and stems 
at the surface only increases the 
problem. 

Need for aeration varies with 
the soil and the use the grass gets.

The simplest way to cultivate the 
soil under the packed spots on your 
lawn is with the tines of a common 
fork. Insert the tines and loosen 
soil gently so the sod isn’t broken 


Tool above weighs 4 pounds, is built 
of tubular steel. Hollow tines 4 
inches long are wider at the top. 
As tines are forced into ground, a 
core of soil is forced out the top 


Heavy soils pack more easily than 
sandy kinds. You can loosen soil 
with good results in spring or fall, 
if done when the ground is neither 
soggy nor dry. In mild weather, if 
soil isn’t too wet, you can aerate 
into the winter months. If you do 
it in hot, dry weather, follow im- 
mediately with a thorough water- 
ing. Under normal conditions, 
soil loosening twice a year is 
enough. 

Because plowing up a _ turfed 
area and reseeding is expensive, 
and you lose the space for immedi- 
ate use, your best answer to soil 
compaction is newly designed soil- 
aerating equipment now available 
for home lawns. With it, or with 
a common fork if your space is 
small, you can cultivate under 
packed areas of your lawn with 
little or no damage to existing 
grass. 


The new equipment uses hollow 
tines or curved, hollow spoons to 
loosen soil to a depth of about three 
or four inches and to remove soil 
cores. Enough room is left so water 
and fertilizer can move into sur- 
rounding soil. Less rain runs off the 
aerated soil, and need for extra 
sprinkling is cut sharply. 

Hollow-tined tools are even 
more effective than mechanical 
spikers with solid spikes which 
force holes in the ground by squeez- 
ing adjacent soil. 

Here’s how other phases of grass 
growing are handled at Yankee 
Stadium—full of leads you can 
use to keep good grass on the busy 
spots around your home: 


Mowing. “In order to produce 
the best playing turf,” says Owens, 
“we generally do not let the grass

grow higher than 114 inches. When 
the team is out of town, however, 
we let it run a little higher to gain 
strength.” 


Seeding. Seeding at the Stadium 
goes on continuously throughout 
the year, except in January and 
February when the field lies idle 
under a light cover of marsh « 
salt hay. 

“We put in our spring stand of 
grass—a mixture of Kentucky 
blue, Colonial bent, redtop, and 
perennial rye—immediately after 
the last football game—last year 
on December 10. The seed lies dor- 
mant on the ground during the 
winter, and begins to germinate 
after the first big thaw in late 
February or early March,” says 
Owens. 

“We get a head start by seeding 
then because we don’t have to 
wait until the frost is completely 
out of the ground before we put on 
our seed. We never seed through 
the snow, as the ground is too 
moist to work on. The hay is taken 
off to let the ground dry about 
March 1, and we seed the field 
lightly again. 

“Our method of seeding is quite 
conventional,”> Owens continues. 

In four standard hand spreaders, 
we place a top-dressing mixture of 
seed and topsoil brought in from 
the outside.” 

Phe soil mixture varies with the 
quality of the topsoil which Owens 
tests by “the feel of it” to see how 
much sand and humus to add 
Average top-dressing mixture con- 
tains 5 parts topsoil, 3 of ordinary 
soil, and 1 of humus, all mixed in 
large bins under the stands during 
the winter. 

Before the seed-soil mixture is 
put on, the ground level is built up 
where needed with topsoil. In one 
application, the top-dressing of 
seed and soil is spread evenly over 
all the Stadium grass about !4 inch 
deep. Once over with a light roller 
finishes the job.

Feeding. Owens uses a com- 
mercial fertilizer high in nitrogen 
to feed the Stadium grass. 

‘We use a standard product of 
the 8-6-4 type, and apply it in the 
spring and approximately three 
other times each year, as needed. 
Each time, we drag a steel mat 
over the fertilized area and follow 
up with a gentle watering. 


Watering. “Our watering is 
done mainly during the later after- 
noon after the sun has reached a 
position where the grass will not 
get direct sunlight,””’ Owens de- 
clares, adding that both sprinklers 
and hand hoses are used. 

Revolving sprinklers that cover 
a 75-foot circle are turned on at 
night. They’re left on from 8 to 10 
hours, and longer in dry weather 
as needed. 


Sodding. “In connection with 
sodding, we have found that the 
space in which the sod is to be laid 
should be well worked over, at the 
same time mixing in a good por- 
tion of granulated peat. We use 
this at an average rate of about 
24 tons a year,”’ the groundkeeper 
Savs 

“We then hand-rake the soil to 
the desired level, and remove any 
pebbles which might have worked 
to the surface 

“We buy cultivated sod of Ken- 
tucky blue, fescue, and redtop 
grasses. After dampening the sur- 
face slightly, we lay the sod. In our 
experience, starting in the largest 
square corner gives you a minimum 
of cutting and fitting. 

“We allow no walking on the 
new sod for several days. As a final 
touch, we roll it with a light roller.” 

These are the things Owens has 
learned about keeping grass at its 
best in 36 years—23 years at the 
Stadium, and 13 years at the New 
York Polo Grounds before that. 
His ‘lawn’? problems are yours, 
magnified a hundred times, and 
you can use his advice.

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Hasiest terrace 


By Peter Gowland 


; = can build a handsome brick terrace without a single 
trowelful of mortar or concrete. All it takes are bricks, 
sand, strips of wood, and anywhere from a few hour’s to a 
week’s unskilled labor, depending on the amount of ground 
you want to cover. 

(For real permanence, of course, you can’t beat bricks or 
stone laid in mortar over a concrete bed.) 

In the project here, sand acts both as a frost cushion and 
as a binder to keep the bricks in place. Since the bricks are 
loose, you can make terrace repairs—even major changes— 
simply by prying out bricks and laying them anew. 

You'll need few tools. Make a sand-leveler-and-compacter 
by fastening a board to a garden rake. A garden trowel is 
handy for shifting bricks, but a pointed stick will do. A wheel- 
barrow will save you a backache. 

These step-by-step pictures show you how to do the job. 


Before. If you have a sad-looking lawn like this, and 
lack the time or the inclination to build up a beau 
tiful turf, you need a terrace 


Preparing base. Break ground to depth of 4 inches. Cover 3 inches 
deep with sand, then level. You can make leveling tool by attaching 
3-foot board to garden rake. Push and tamp sand until it looks level. 
Test for humps and depressions with string tied to brick and stretched 
taut in several directions. After leveling sand, go over entire area 
several times with rake and board, pounding sand down compactly 
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vou can build

Shifting bricks. Shift bricks 
around until they line up per- 
fectly. If a brick doesn't 
line up, simply stick an edged 
tool or a sharp stick in the 
crack and wedge the brick 
into position, Wear canvas 
gloves to protect your hands 
when you handle the bricks 


Edging. You can edge terrace with wood strips, 34 inch thick, 214 
inches wide. Redwood is used here for its rot-resistant quality. Or 
dig a small trench and set in an edging row of bricks on their ends 


Staking. If you decide to 
use wood strips for edging, 
stakes driven in about every 
four feet along the outside 
edge will give you a solid 
edging that won't be apt to 
shift. Nail the stakes to the 
strips with aluminum or 
galvanized nails to avoid rust

Mune I After a long and loud ora- 
tion by me, the family task force 
sallied forth after supper tonight. 
David went to work to get more 
ground ready for late vegetables. 
Donald cultivated earlier vege- 
tables coming up and also went 
over prepared ground not yet sown. 
His idea was to kill out a few mil- 
lion little weeds now germinating.

About noontime it began to rain, 
and here I am sitting indoors. Can’t 
do any gardening outdoors now at all 


along in April to early July. In fact, 
GOOD gardeners plant them in 
relays, some every two weeks or so, 


to have a succession of bloom. But 
I seldom get it done that way. 
When the right day for me comes, 
I just stick ’em all out. 

But as a matter of fact, mine will 
not all bloom at the same time, 
anyhow. Different varieties bloom 
at different times. And last fall I 
dumped all of my varieties in to- 
gether, so I am really putting out 
about 30 varieties in all. Glad fans 
will hoot at me, but I recommend 
my method to Mr. and Mrs. -Joe 
Doakes, who love pretty. flowers 
but don’t have time to do it the 
hobby way. 

In a flower bed up toward the 
front, I put in a row of Fire Chief 
petunias. This was the All-America 
gold medal petunia in 1950. By 
now, I vouch that it is one of the 
best petunias to come along in 
many a day, especially for its rich 
red color. 


June 2 “This is the prettiest time 
of the year,” murmured Maggie, as 
she sashayed down the path with 
the garbage, bound for the compost 
pile at the back. At the moment, I 
was digging out some weeds in the 
west rose bed. 

Maybe she is right. The iris 
which came on belatedly, is now at 
its best, and its stately bloom is 
hither and yon. The Siberian iris 
is out, too. Great blooms of Orien- 
tal poppies add glamour. Roses are 
beginning to pop all over the beds, 
though the real tide isn’t here yet. 
Color is appearing in the peony 
rows. 

Maggie spied some bloom on the 
Sweet Briar Shirley poppies and on 
some California poppies. Four of 
our five daylilies are in bloom by 
now. The Highbush cranberries 
are covered with white in the 
shrubbery. 

“What’s this?” asked Maggie on 
her way back to the house. “That 
is gasplant, Dictamnus,” says 1. I 
have two plarits of this, both white. 


They have lived and thrived for 
mebbe 15 years now. It is one of the 
loveliest. perennial flowers that 
grows, and it’s ironclad hardy. Yet 
so few gardens have it.

So few 
nurseries carry plants of it for sale. 
Then, I put out 11 more rows of 
sweet corn, the second planting of 
the season, in the ground David 
had made ready.

There’s bloom on Blue Rhythm.

Brass Band and Cloth of Gold— 
also originated by Mrs. Whiting. 
Another yellow iris in bloom now

In both these cases, 


\ common idea is that pus Is 
always “laudable.” And, true 
enough, it does have a useful func- 
tion—to mobilize the body’s white 
cells so they can engulf invading 
bacteria. But when pus 
drain off freely, it’s no longer 
laudable at all. Then it may be- 
come an actual barrier, walling off 
the infected area so that other 
needed white cells and even anti- 
biotic drugs can’t get near the 
disease organisms. The pus may be- 
come so thick and sticky that it 
won't even flow out of an open 
wound or can’t be withdrawn read- 
ily when surgery is done.

Pericarditis is deadly serious be- 
cause it interferes with the heart’s 
ability to fill with blood. If it isn’t 
licked and becomes chronic, the 
pericardium, the heart’s covering, 
may calcify and, in effect, enclose 
the heart in a sort of ““cement” box.

SK-SD: New enzyme combination

Dr. Sol Sherry, a young internist 
on the Bellevue staff and now, too, 
an assistant professor of medicine 
at N.Y.U., Tillett and Christensen 
isolated from the streptococcus bug 
a second enzyme—streptodornase 
It was found to be effective in dis- 
solving pus itself. 

It took more years of patient 
work before it became clear that 
when the two enzymes were com- 
bined, they did a rapid and effec- 
tive job of thinning and dissolving 
not only blood clots but pus cells 
and other debris that delay healing 

At Bellevue Hospital, doctors be- 
gan to try the enzymes on a wide 
variety of patients only a few years 
ago. After results on 250 patients 
proved highly significant, one of 
America’s“ great’ pharmaceutical 
houses stepped into the picture to 
help by turning out the enzymes 
(under the name “Varidase’’) in 
quantity so that researchers all 
over the world could test them 


Ai the Hospital for Sick Children 
in London, doctors tried the en- 
zymes on tubercular meningitis 
This terrible disease that tends to 
strike youngsters between the ages 
of 5 months and 12 years, was al- 
most invariably fatal until the 
antibiotic streptomycin was avail- 
able. But even with streptomycin, 
the death rate is high, and many 
who do recover are left with deaf- 
ness or mental deficiency. The 
trouble, according to some doctors, 
may be that a tough, stringy, fibrin- 
ous material forms in the spinal 
canal and in the spaces around the 
brain and prevents streptomycin 
from getting to the germs. 

At the London hospital, doctors 
gave streptomycin alone, as usual, 
to 14 children. To 19 others, they 
gave streptomycin and the en- 
zymes. Eleven of the 14 children in 
the first group died; 11 of the en- 
zyme-treated 19 recovered. 

But the London doctors were 
“greatly encouraged” by other 
results. Of the three children who 
recovered in the first group, one is 
deaf, the second mentally deficient. 
But of the 11 recovered children in 
the enzyme-treated group—and 
they’ve been observed now for at 
least 9 months and, in some cases, 
for as long as 23 months—only 1 
seems to be mentally deficient; the 
other 10 appear entirely normal. 


Ln London, too, other doctors 
have had excellent results in bron- 
chiectasis—a_ chronic _ infection 
marked by violent coughing. Bron- 
chiectasis is more frequent in chil- 
dren, but adults may have it, too. 
Drippings from chronic _ sinus 
trouble may cause it—providing a 
constant irritation in the lungs. 
After years of this, the sufferer, in 
addition to having a chronic cough, 
is generally weak and fatigued. 
One London man, a long-time 
victim of the disease, was given the 
enzymes by inhalation. Then, for 
the first time in years, he was able 
to walk upstairs. He slept better 
and when he woke up, could 
breathe more easily. There’s good 
hope that early use of SK-SD may 


help cut short bronchiectasis and 
prevent it from becoming chronic. 

The enzymes are likely to be val- 
uable in many other conditions. In 
boils, for instance, again by lique- 
fying pus, they permit more effec- 
tive use of wonder drugs, and by 
promoting growth of healthy new 
tissue after they clear some of the 
debris away, the enzymes have not 
only halved treatment time but 
avoided disfiguring scars. 


‘ 

( shronic skin ulcers and_bed- 
sores in which infection tends to 
persist because of thick overlying 
layers of pus and debris are cleared 
up in a few days when SK-SD is 
used with antibiotics. 

Early work in burns—and much 
more work is still needed—indi- 
cates that the enzymes may greatly 
speed healing 

It promises to be dramatically 
helpful for diabetics and for many 
older people with poor blood circu- 
lation in the extremities. Both 
groups tend to develop infections, 
especially on the feet. The ability 
of SK-SD to break down barriers 
and allow antibiotics to function 
more effectively seems likely to 
help avoid many amputations. 

There are usually three phases 
in the development of any new 
medical tool: The first is actual dis- 
covery. The second is standardiza- 
tion—working out of best dosages 
and best methods of use. The third 
is widespread use by doctors every- 
where—applying it not only to 
conditions in which it is already 
known to help but experimenting 
in many other conditions. 


Rient now, SK-SD is. still 
largely in the second stage—which 
makes its future all the more prom- 
ising. It will soon be available for 
use by any doctor and, in all likeli- 
hood, only by doctors. And as more 
and more physicians use it, more ‘ 
uses will be found for it. 

Investigators are currently work- 
ing with other enzymes, and there’s 
every likelihood that they’ll come 
up with powerful new weapons 
against ailments yet to be licked. 
Some scientists are even hopeful 
that the enzymatic approach may 
provide the answer to cancer. 

Even now, at Bellevue, Doctor 
Sherry is studying two enzymes 
which, although his work is still in 
early stages, show promise. 

One seems highly effective in 
dissolving dead-tissue slough such 
as found in old scarred infections. 

The second dissolves mucus. It 
should be a great aid in many sinus 
cases, for instance, where it’s mucus 
instead of pus that keeps low-grade 
infections running and _ prevents 
antibiotics from getting at the dis- 
ease organisms.

Every youngster of school age 
should have an allowance which is 
his money to spend as he chooses. 
Danny’s parents do seem to recog- 
nize that he should have his own 
share, however small, of the total 
family income. His dad appears to 
be an affectionate father who wants 
to provide his son with some of the 
things all boys want. The Thomas 
family seems the kind which talks 
things over together, and Danny 
isn’t afraid to speak up for what he 
wants 


What’s wrong 


Danny’s father seems to have 
confused two very different things 
giving Danny a regular weekly 
allowance and buying him pres- 


ents. One can’t take the place of 


the other. There is certainly a place 
in a youngster’s life for gifts, but 
interrupting a weekly allowance 
because of something which you, 
the parent, decide to buy for him is 
poor practice for two reasons: (1) 
It breaks an agreement between 
you and your youngster; (2) it 
interferes with his chances of learn- 
ing to manage his own money 
Once agreed upon, an allowance 
ought to be as dependable a source 
of weekly income for a boy or girl 
as Dad’s salary check is for the 
family. 

It's hard to tell whether the 
Thomases are allowing Danny as 
much money as he needs for legiti- 
mate recreation and saving. Why 
is Danny usually broke? Is it be- 
cause his allowance is too small? 
Or does it prove that Danny needs 
to receive his allowance with “no 
strings attached” so that he can

A youngster can learn the value 
of money only by having to make 
choices as to what he will buy. A 
boy Danny’s age should be learn- 
ing what it means to buy an out- 
board motor, or something of the 
sort, by having some part and re- 
sponsibility for its purchase.

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Should your youngsters travel alone? 


On his own, but he knows what to do from careful planning and trips with Dad and Mom 


By N. E. Cutts and Nicholas Moseley 


i. your youngster made his first inde- 


pendent trip or visit? Are you afraid when he 
sets out on his own? 

The parents in our study group had a hot 
debate about when a child was old enough to 
travel and visit without his parents. An uncle 
had invited the 12-year-old son of one mem- 
ber to Michigan to fish. If he went, he would 
have to cross Chicago from one terminal to 
another changing trains, a thing he had often 
done with his parents but never by himself. 
This time no one was free to go with him. He 
was eager to accept the invitation and sure he 
would have no trouble. 

“IT wouldn’t let my boy do it,” one mother 
said. “You can’t pick up a paper without 
reading of assaults on children.” 

Others began to tell all of the things that 
might happen to youngsters. These dangers 
ran from kidnaping to losing baggage and 
money. They included sudden sickness, get- 
ting lost, traffic accidents, and falling in with 
bad companions. And even if the young 
visitor arrived safely, there were the chances 
of homesickness, spoiling, upset digestion, in- 
terruption of schoolwork, and strained family 
relations. It began to look as if no wise parent

(ortale precautions, the parents 
in the study group agreed, are in 
order. It pays to teach the 4-year- 
old his name and address. If he 
knows this, and is sure that uni- 
formed policemen are his friends, 
he and his parents have less fear as 
he explores the neighborhood. 

When a child begins to take a 
bus to school or downtown, he 
should be given an emergency fund 
to keep in a different pocket from 
his tickets. 

Young travelers should be told 
about the Traveler’s Aid, and if 
opportunity offers, they should be 
taken by their parents to the Aid’s 
desk in a big terminal and given a 
chance to talk to the agent. 

Changing trains, particularly 
when this involves crossing from 
one terminal to another in a strange 
city, is a big mental hazard for even 
a teen-ager. If a friend cannot meet 
him, it helps to tell the youngsters 
to use “porter-taxi-porter.”” Both 
porters and taxi drivers are well 
supervised and eager to help. 

How to order meals and how to 
tip are posers for the inexperienced 
It gives a child a good start to al- 
low him to choose, order, pay, and 
tip when he is still traveling with 
his elders. (One teen-ager solved 
the ordering problem by telling 
the waiter, in what he hoped was 
an offhand manner, “‘Give me the 
best meal you can for a dollar.” 
Another reports, “I always look to 
see what other people are having 
If a lot of people are eating one 
thing, I guess it’s the cheapest and 
best.”’) 


The test of how well you have 
done your job as a parent comes 
when you first watch a youngster 
tackle something on his own. Then 
you know whether you have suc- 
ceeded or failed in teaching both 
know-how and responsibility. It is 


hard to watch the fledgling start 
his first flight. The dangers, the 
risks, are real. But no danger is as 
great as that of keeping a child de- 
pendent on adult help. 

Children differ in their ability to 
care for themselves. In general, 
first-graders can be trusted to go to 
and from school alone. Many 8- 
and 9-year-olds travel alone by 
train or bus or bicycle for daytime 
visits to relatives. Stays of a month 
or more are enjoyable and bene- 
ficial to most children 8 and older. 
By 10 or 11, many youngsters are 
quite competent travelers, able to 
manage day-long trips to points of 
interest or to a place where they 
are going to visit. The teen-ager 
who has had some experience in 
traveling with his parents can 
usually be trusted on overnight 
trips even if these involve changing 
trains. 


P ? . 

ractical experience and psy- 
chological theory agree that inde- 
pendent trips and visits are a great 
asset to a growing youngster. They 
satisfy the fundamental need for 
new experience. They make the 
individual feel that he is some- 
body. They give training in re- 
sponsibility and self-control. The 
teen-ager who has been trusted to 
travel is more than likely to be 
trustworthy in matters like coming 
home at a decent hour and driving 
the family car at night. He is ready 
for the freedom that college or a 
job will soon bring. 

\ mismanaged trip or visit, how- 
ever, may be a handicap to emo- 
tional development. Here are some 
suggestions from our study group 
for making visits happy: Some of 
the suggestions are for parents, 
some for relatives, and some for 
the youngsters themselves. This is 
because a successful visit is a co- 
operative affair. All concerned will 
be helped if they foresee and discuss 
possible problems. 


Bevore he departs, let your 
youngster know you are going to 
miss him. If you possibly can, ar- 
range a definite date for his return. 
Mention something that he will 
like to do during his visit, but also 
make plans with him for a special 
event when he comes home again. 
This is particularly important 
when the occasion of the visit is 
one about which the child may be 
worrying anyway, for example 
when the mother is to be in the 
hospital having a new baby. 

And here are pointers for the 
hosts, whether relatives or friends, 
when they have a youngster visit- 
ing in their home: 

What about discipline? Happy 
youngsters, particularly youngsters 
happy on a visit, do not need much 
disciplining. Young visitors will 
pick up after themselves and volun- 
teer for jobs like dishwashing in a 
way that would surprise their par- 
ents. Simple methods of control—a 
firm statement in advance that 
they are not to go swimming alone 
or are to be in the house by a cer- 
tain hour—should suffice. If pun- 
ishment ever seems necessary, the 
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wise relative or friend will refrain 
from using corporal punishment, 
no matter how much he believes in 
an “old-fashioned spanking.” Safe 
and effective means of punishment 
are the denial of a privilege to teen- 
agers and, for the younger child, a 
brief isolation in his bedroom

Safety. If you are host to young 
children, a little foresight will pre- 
vent damage and perhaps tragedy 
Gather up and lock away pills and 
poisons, and refresh your memory 
of antidotes. Put matches, ink, 
pencils, crayons, electric heaters 
and fans, and all breakables out of 
temptation’s way. Remove things 
that can be pulled or pushed off 
table tops, including the covers. If 
you are cooking when children are 
in the kitchen, keep the pot han- 
dles turned to the back of the stove 

Entertainment. The principles that 
govern entertaining are the same 
for all ages. Provide what you think 
your guests will like, but keep it 
simple. Do not try to fill every min- 
ute.

fiw should you decide the size 
of an allowance? There is no simple 
rule or standard. It should, how- 
ever, be done in a democratic way, 
with the whole family discussing 
the size of the family income, the 
expenses that must be covered, and 
the fair proportion of the income 
that each member should have to 
spend on himself. An adolescent's 
allowance should be big enough to 
permit him to stand on his own 
feet with his cwn social group. 
There should be some understand- 
ing of what items the allowance is 
to cover. Young people of Danny’s 
age can usually be entrusted with 
full, or partial responsibility, for 
buying their own clothing, taking 
care of their own school expenses, 
and paying for their own recrea- 
tion. If your youngster makes seri- 
mistakes in the process, the 
answer is not to take away his al- 
lowance, but to talk with him about 
the trouble he is having and see if a 
little guidance will help him. 

Handling money is an important 
part of life, and too many of us 
grow up ill-prepared for it. An al- 
lowance may at times seem waste- 
ful to you, the parent; but you may 
feel | impatient if you realize 
that it can be insurance for your 
boy or girl against unhappiness 
and incompetence when you are 
no longer around to help him.

kites. You can find directions in 
most encyclopedias or in a book 
on kite making from the library. 

Or you might suggest to your 
child that he do something with 
some old wire coat hangers. Using 
cotton stuffing and old rags, he can 
make dolls of the hangers. Show 
him how to shape the wire into a 
figure. Next, cover the figure with 
the cotton and then dress the dolls 
with clothes made from rags. Fi- 
nally paint on facial features. 

Other project ideas can be 
found in the Boy or Girl Scout 
craft books. 

Of course, you might be the 
parent who wants complete rest 
for at least a brief time during the 
summer months. If so, why not 
consider a camp or summer school 
for your youngster? He might pick 
up in health and responsibility at a 
camp. He’ll become more self-re- 
liant, acquire skills, learn how to 
get along with others, and most of 
all, learn what to do with leisure 
time. 

Before you pack Johnny or Jane 
off to camp, check carefully on the 
one you select. You’ll find that the 
average enrollment at camps runs 
from 40 to 200 and that at the 
larger camps the children are gen- 
erally divided into groups with 
each subdivision operating under 
a complete staff. Since camping 
will be such an important phase in 
your child’s life, make the most of 
it. Don’t necessarily send your 
child to the nearest camp. If you 
can afford it, see that the young- 
ster gets a change of climate. He 
will profit from the experience of 
living in another part of the coun- 
try. 

Keep in mind also that at camps 
where the campers range from 6 
to 16 years of age, your child will 
not be the only 6- year-old there, 
nor will he be the only 16- -year-old. 
And don’t think that a younger 
child should pay less. Actually, he 
will require more care by the ex- 
pert staff. 

What will it cost for this camp 
adventure for your child? Any- 
where from $10.50 weekly charged 
by the Campfire Girls, to the sky. 
At one camp in Maine for instance, 
you would shell out an average 
$30 for a week of camp fun. This 
includes side trips and the child’s 
laundry. You might also investi- 
gate a _ boys’ club camp, Z 
Y.M.C.A. Camp, or a K. of 
Camp. If your older child is qué = 
fied, he or she might even land a 
job as a camp counselor as did 14- 
year-old Sandra Rubinstein of 
Pittsburgh, who worked as a junior 
counselor at a day camp. 

If your tastes lean toward sum- 
mer schools, you might check with 
your school board. One school in 
Cleveland Heights, Ohio, for in- 
stance, caters to young children. 
They use the school’s equipment 
and build items like birdhouses, 
bows and arrows, and the other 
childhood loves. You might prefer 
that your child soak up both camp 
fun and schooling. Such school-

L your family needs more than average room, you’re 
likely to find it in an older house. Along with the extra 
room, though, you'll probably buy problems like the 
heavy-manteled fireplace and broken-up wall shown 
in our “before” pictures.
